KF. Lb. Wilkie, who served 
York Times so admirably a 
correspondent during the rebellion, has 
just published a volume of his experi- 
ence, Which is rich in graphic incidents, 
though it would seem at times marred 
by persoual bousts. 

As aw sort of appendix to the book is 
“Some Recollections of Allatoona,”’ 
} which certainly adds new material for 
the biographer of the postinaster ot 
Boston. 

*The battle of Allatoona,” remarks 
Mr. Wilkie, in opening, ‘thas never 
been written up as it deserves. ‘The 
few historians who have arisen with the 
close of the war have dished 
paragraph, and yet this battle was one 
of the most, if not the most desperate, 
bloody and gallant conflicts of the 
whole war. 

“The soul, the inspiration of Alla- 
toona was Gen. Corse. When I first 
became acquainted with Corse, there 
was litthe or nothing in his appearance, 
position or surroundings to indicate that 
he he would attain distinction, He 
was a major of the Sixth lowa, of 
which regiment John A. McDowell, 
brother Gen. McDowell, was colonel. 
The regiment was somewhere in Central 
Missouri, engaged in guarding some 
insignificant bridge, ‘Phere was 
glory in present duties an no brighter 
outlook in the direction of the future. 

**Corse struck me then as being dis- 
satisfied. Lately defeated us the can- 
didate for a prominent political posi- 
tion in Lowa, he had goue into the field 
to relieve the pain of defeat, And 
vow, guarding a railway bridge and 
subject to the dilatory policy and io- 
efliciency of Fremont, there seemed 
little prospect of bettering his fortunes.

‘The dead of the fort clogged 
his progress, and Corse removed them, 
and piled them like a heap of cord- 
wood, to make room for his single gun. 
Then the powder was cut loose from 
some fixed ammunition, and poured into 
the piece. A blanket torn into 
square strips and wrapped around a 
quantity of minie-balls, ‘This impro- 
vised grape-shot rammed home, 
and the gun sighted down the crest.

With hand on lanyard, a sergeant 
named Croxton, who was badly wound- 
ed, knelt beside the piece awaiting the 
critical moment. 

“Tt was about 4 o'clock when solid 
masses of gray once more came from 
behind a protecting spur of the ridge 
and formed across it. In a moment 
they were iu order, and then with shrill 
yells they started toward the fort. It 
was the turning moment of the day. 
They were coming in force, and with a 
momentum that would have carried 
them over the slender obstructions of 
the ditch and up to and into the fort. 

“Tt was just at this instant that the 
gun prepared by Corse was discharged. 
Its deadly contents tore through the 
deep ranks like wind through chaff. 
They melted before the hot blast and 
disappeared. 

‘*Tt was the last assault.

The deceased was 
for years a resident of Woburn and 
also one of the original subscribers to 
the JourNAL, in Oct. 1851. Hle was 
next older than his brother George W. 
Kimball of this city, who was the 
youngest of the 10 sons, and younger 
than William, who up to a few years 
ago was also one of our citizens. ‘The 
10 boys were from sterling New England 
stock and of a highly respected old 
York County family.—Ep. Woxsurn 
JOURNAL. | 

Back in the little village of Wells, 
Maine, in the beginning of this century, 
family of ten boys, all of 
whom grew torsanhood. Allof them, 
under the faithful training of Christian 
parents, gave their hearts to God, und 
spent long lives in his service. ‘Lhe 
half of these sons have now stepped 
over to the other side, whilst the other 
five are only tarrying a littl longer 
until their summons come to join the 
reunited family above. Samuel W. 
Kimball, one of the younger of these 
boys, in his young manhood, went to 
Boston, and it was there, after days and | 
weeks of inner strugglings, that he} 
gave his heart to God. His religious 
experience was marked, and ever stood 
out definitely in his mind. Only last 
Wednesday evening in the prayer meet- 
ing, and after we had sung an old 
hymn, the chorus of which was, 


“Come, oh come to Jesus,” 


and which he seemed to sing with even 
more spirit: than was usual with him, 
he said to us, ‘Phat song was the first} 
invitation that I ever accepted. Back | 
in Boston, almost fifty years ago, after 
the singing of that song, I gave my 
heart to Christ, and have been in His 
vice ever since that time.” 

Since hearing the sad news which 
has brought us here to-day, IT have 
thought how an overruling God must 
have moved his heart to give to us, his 
brethren, in the last prayer meeting 
which he ever attended on earth, this 
touching testimony to his own personal 
experience. And I have thought, too, 
how fitting it was that he, whose pas- 
siou in life was musie should be called 
into the kingdom of God's grace by a 
song. Passing by the appeals of friends 
or the persuasiveness of sermons, he 
yielded to the melodies of Christian 
song. About thirty-five years ago, he 
moved with his family to Fort Wayne, 
where he has since lived and practiced 
his profession as a teacher of music. 
He has seen Fort Wayne grow from a 
village into a city. As a citizen he 
took an active interest in the welfare of 
this, his adopted city. A kind husband 
and father, universally beloved, he 
icuves behind him only the sweetest 
memories, But to-day [think we ean 
best honor the Savior whoin he loved 
and served for many years, by 
calling your attention to a few things 
which his life emphasizes. 

1. And, perhaps, first among these 
things, should be mentioned, the yalue 
of home religious training and example. 
Here is a family of ten boys. And 
every one of them grew to manhood 
and every one became a Christian, and 
did his duty faithfully in the service of 
Christ. And if we knew the facts, I 
believe we should find that chief among 
the agencies which brought about this 
result were the religious influences of 
their New England home. Whilst 
seated together talking over the life of 
our Brother Kimball one of the mem- 
bers of the family who recently visited 
the town of Wells, said that the church

stood w little distance out from the 
village on a bleak, sandy hill-top, and 
that every Sunday this family of ten 
boys, preceded by their parents, could 
be seen wending their way, two abreast, 
up this hill to the house of God, With 
such # picture before my mind, I could 
not prevent the thought of the rarity 
of such in these present 
times. * 

2. The second truth emphasized by 
the life of our brother is the definition 
of the beginning of a Christian life. 
With many Christianity would seem to 
teach a kind of growing better and bet- 
ter until we are fitted for heaven, ‘The 
supernatural in the character and mis- 
sion of Christ is minimized and re- 
duced to nothing. Religion is nothing

3. Again we see here the illustra- 
tion of growth and development in the 
Christian life. To have known Mr. 
Kimball during the last two years and 
ahalf, T have come upon the tree in 
the time when its fruit was ripest) and 
best. ‘To know him was to love him. 
Never did I hear from his lips an un- 
kind or harsh word. Of him it) may 
be said that while his convictions of 
truth and right were strong, and like a 
valient soldier, he was ready to fight 
for the right; yet he so fought as not 
to offend, Te used spiritual and not 
carnal weapons. It has been said that 
he had not an enemy in all the world. 
So completely had the spirit of Christ 
taken possession of him that he could 
be strong and yet bending; prominent 
in ull good and yet retiring and ever 
forgetful of self. And when TI look 
to this rounded character IT must) turn 
back to the half century of Christian 
service under his master to interpret 
it. IL find it parallel to the dis- 
ciples. * * * 

4. But lastly the life of our brother 
is conspicuous for its religious joy. 
When other Christians were cast down 
he was always strong and hopeful. 
Of him it might be truly said, ‘The 
joy of the Lord your strength.” 
And this joy he got by drinking of the

George Rumford Baldwin, — the 
youngest son of Col. Loammi Bald- 
win, was born Jan. 26, 1796, in’ the 
old Baldwin mansion, built by Dea. 
Henry Baldwin, the immigrant ances- 


tor of the family, in 1661, His mother, 
Margery Fowle, Col. Baldwin's 
second wife and a cousin of the first, 
whose name was Mary Fowle, the last 
being the daughter of James Fowle, 
and the former a daughter of Josiah 
Fowle. 

In the childhood and early youth of 
George R., there seems to have been 
nothing to specially distinguish him 
from most boys of his age. One of his 
own earliest recollections, cherished by 
him with evident interest, was that. of 
being taken by his futher, dressed in ¢ 
new suit of blue satin, to the great 
Jubilee in 1803 at the opening of the 
Middlesex Canal, the gathering being 
in the then new mansion, which of late 
has been known as the Wheeler house 
in North Woburn, 

Another event of his later childhood 
which made a deep and lasting impres- 
sion on his mind, was the fumed Clapp 
house disaster in 1807, at present 
Central Square, of which he was a 
witness. As he stood near the corner, 
a few rods north of the house, intently 
guzing upon the scene, his father was 
noticed by him to be bitterly weeping. 
On meeting, the father said to the son, 
“O George, Frank (an older son) is 
killed.” It was, however, soon 
covered to the unbounded joy of both, 
that the father was mistaken; the son, 
who was beneath the swaying frame, 
having instantly darted in the direction 
opposite that toward which he saw it 
tending. -

Most of 
the modern improvements upon the 
house were his own. Many years ago 
he put up the present north chimney of 
his house, which, when built, was, so 


far as known, the first single-flue| 
chimney in the country. He also de- 


signed the ornamental chimney caps and 
various other adornments within and 
without the mansion. 

Mr. Baldwin's middle name, and the 
fact that Count Rumford was an in- 
tinjate and life-long triend of his father, 
early enlisted his interest in the tum- 
ford Historical Society, ‘Though not 
able, by reason of his advanced years 
to attend the meetings of the Associa- 
tion, he was in warin sympathy with 
their object; contributed in aid of the 
enterprise; made many valuable sug- 
gestions, and held tho offices of Vice 
President and ‘Trustee, 

As aman, Mr, Baldwin was really 
known to but very few persons. Natur- 
ally retiring and reticent, he was slow 
to form acquaintances and sometimes 
apparently cool in his reception of 
strangers. Iyt when this seeming wall 


of separation was once broken and 
those whom he really knew met 
him, he was social, cordial and often 
even playful in his conversation. With 
the simplicity of a child, and the 
earnestoess of an enthusiast, he would 


often talk with his friends by the hour, 
and at leave-taking, thank them warmly 
for calling.

TRADING WITH JAPAN, 


Some Figures Showing How Moch of It 
We Do—Imports and Exports. 

Governor Hubbard tells me that we 
buy more from Japan than any other 
foreign nation, ‘Last year,” said he, 
“our imports from this country 
amounted to 21,000,000 Japanese dol 
lars, or about 16,000,000 American dol 


lars. We bought $11,000,0) wt w orth of 
her raw silk, and nearly $7,000,000 


worth of her teas. The fair cheelss of 
our ladies were cooled last year wath 
$97,000 worth of Japanese fans, and 
our noses were wiped with $816,000 
worth of Japanese silk handkerchiefs, 
We buy nearly $300,000 worth of 
porcelain every year, and our imports 
of bamboo ware amount to $102,000 of 
Japanese money, a0 buy more than 
twice as much off Japan as any Lebo! 

| country, and our imports are inerea 
ing every year. In 1887 we botiglit 
$1,500,000 more Boods than in 1886, 
and the United States will probably 
continue to be Japan's best customer,” 

“What are the chief articles of ex- 
yort from the United States to Japan?” 
| asked. 

“Kerosene oil leads the list,” was 
the reply. ‘Half of the Japanese na 
tion lights its houses with our coal oil 
lamps, and we sold in 1886 over $2, 
000,000 worth of coal oil to Japan. 
There has been a falling off this year 
in this, but the export is still large. 
Then the American clock is popular in 
Japan, and you may see thousands of 
them in Tokio. The common office 
clock, which hangs upon the wall, is 
very popular, and one sale of clocks 
here amounts to 160,000 Japanese dol 
larsa year, Many a Japanese baby is 
now brought up on American con- 
densed milk, aH $55,000 worth was 
sold last year. We sell sole leather, 
books, machinery and provisions, and 
Japan bought £94,000 worth of our 
flour last year, Their figures are small, 
but American foreign trade is in its 
infaney, and it has a world yet to con 
quer, Here in the east there 1 are 600,- 
000,000 of people who require more or 
less of some kinds of goods, which 
American brains, push and joppl al can 
furnish at a profit, and in Japan there 
are $8,000,000 of people who are 
ready to ti ike from America what she 
| has to sell that fits her needs, whenever 
| they can buy it as cheaply of her as of 
| other nations. We sell to north China 
$6,000,000 worth of cotton sheetings a 
year, and this in the teeth of the 
manufacturing nations of Europe. 
Japan is much more access ible to us 
Why should we not sell to her?” 

“Tow much do we sell?” Lasked. 

“None,” replied Governor Hubbard. 
“The American cottons do not enter 
the Japanese markets. We do not 
make the cheap and light article of 
cotton required by the Japanese. A 
slight change in the factories, how- 
ever, would adapt them to this class of 
goods, and there is no doubt but that 
our American mills can get a limited 
market here when they are forced to 
look abroad for foreign trade. They 
will then have to sell their goods in 
| close competition with England. We 
} are Japan's nearest foreign neighbor, 
We have the cotton at our doors, and 
} our factories are in operation, Japan 
raises some cotton, but it is ef an in 
ferior quality. It seems to me that 
foreign trade offers the solution of 
many of the labor and capital troubles 
of the United States. When the home 
markets are gilutted and factories 
closed for want of demand, this for- 
cign trade could eat up some of the 
| surplusand keep the mills from rest 
ing. 

“Japan buys,” Governor Hubbard 
went on, ‘351,000,000 worth of goods 
a year from foreign nations, It sells 
| in round $52,000,000 worth of goods 

abroad, and its imports are thus nearly 
| $1,000,000 less than its exports. The 
| needs of the nation will grow with the 
new civilization, and an in vl de- 
| mand for our productions will be the 
| result. Among the chief things it now 

buys are { engines, ¢locks, 
| watches, hi und caps, iron, steel, 

vindow glass, sugar, woolen and cot- 

ton yarns. Its importations of cotton 
| yarns last year were $8,000,000, and it 
| bought $500,000 worth of wines. It 
| sellsabroad about forty different arti- 
| cles, and some of these will be new to 
| you. Incamphor there is an export 
| of $1,000,000, and in cuttle fish a like 
}amount. Japan sells $2,000,000 worth 

of copper a year, and it has one of the 
| largest copper mines in the world, It 

sells $1,000,000 worth of porcelain, 
$1,000,000 worth of silk handkerchiefs, 
and $7,000,000 worth of tea. We buy 
} nearly all of the Japan tea that goes 
| abroad. The sales of raw silk amount 


| to $ 000,000 a y » and of cocoons 
to $200,000 a year, It sells $400,000 


worth of mushrooms. and $2,000,000 
worthof rice. The trade of the country 
is susceptible of increase, and Japan is 
| by no means at the end of its material 
| development.”—F rank G. Carpenter's

In Lyceum Hall, 


Monday, January 7, 1889.

Full Account of Inaugural 
Ceremonies. 


Having been previously explored this 
+} town was located in 1640 by seven men 
‘| who had been members of the church 
at Charlestown from which they had 
been duly dismissed and their families, 
and given the name of Charlestown 
Village. Iv 1642 the town was incor- 
porated as Woburn and the churech— 
The First Congregational ghurch—was 
organized, In those early colonial days 
it was **Church aud State,” the former 
having control of temporal as well as 
spiritual affairs. Just how the two 
stood related to cach other, or whether 
there were two governments or not, we 
never had it explained in a manuer to 
make it quite clear to our comprehen- 
sion. But it is sufficiently evident that 
the church had much to do in incorpor- 
ating and managing the new town, and 
did it well,

years— Woburn has been a town—the 
most democratic form of government 
known, because the public business is 
transacted by the people themselves. 
The territory in 1642 was larger than 
now, parts of the present towns of 


Wilmington, Burlington and Win- 
chester having been taken from 


The net debt is about 5.4 per cent of 
the total valuation, 

In relation to the municipal debt, the 
city is peculiarly and somewhat unde- 
sirably situated. ‘This portion of our 
debt is essentially a legacy of the past, 
and we are the unfortunate posterity 
which is supposed to be ever ready and 
willing to pay the debt incurred by its 
ancestry, ‘That this burden is now on 
our shoulders is partly due to the fact, 
that, in 1875, the Legislature of Mussa- 
chusetts passed an law, known as the 


Woburn, but there is enough of it left 


for the planting and growth of a 
populous city. 

On Monday, January 7, 1889, 
Woburn became «a full-fledged city 


under an Act of the Legislature passed 
lust session. On the afternoon of that 
day it cust aside its old form of govern- 
ment and adopted the new. It is no 
longer the Town of Woburn—and some 
regret it—but the City of Woburn, and 
what follows tells all about what the 
new government machinery is like, how 
it was put together wud is to run, and 
who the engineers and other officers are 
for the present year, 

The new city government deserve 
credit for promptness, at least, for ex- 
actly at three o’clock William C, Ken- 
vey, Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, made his appearance onthe stage 
at Lyceum Hall, on Monday afternoon, 
January 7, 1889, closely followed by 
Judge Parker L. Converse, Rev. Dr. 
Daniel March, ‘Town Clerk David F. 
Moreland, and the members of the 
present and past Boards of Selectmen 
with delegates from surrounding towns, 
Immediately came Muyor-elect Johnson, 
aud the Aldermen and Councilmen, 

When the applause had subsided 
Chairman Kenney stepped to the front 
aad in # few well chosen words intro- 
duced the object of the meeting. calling 
upon Dr, March to open the delibera 
tions with prayar. 

He was followed by Town Clerk More- 
land who read the vote for Mayor and 
called upon Mr. Johnson to step for- 
ward und receive the oath of office. 
When the familiar form of the young 
Mayor-elect appeared the applause 
again echoed and re-echoed through the 
old building and nearly a thousand 
throats united in giving him a vocifer- 
ous welcome. 

Mr, Johnson stepped upon the stage 
and received the oath of office, making | 
his replies in a firm, deliberate tone of 
voice, aud when the ceremony was 
finished took u seat on the stage while 
the Town Clerk read the vote for 
Aldermen, who were next sworn in 
and then that of the Council who also 
received the oath of office from Judge 
Converse, 

Mayor Johnson stepped to the front 
and commenced his inaugural address 
in a resonant tone of voice which, wiaile 
it lacked anything flavoring elocutionary 
suggestiveness, impressed all, and pene- 
trated to every portion of the old build- 
ing. He said: 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

In compliance with the provisions of 
our charter, and in accordance with a 
custom adopted in other cities of thie 
Commonwealth, it now becomes my 
privilege and my duty to communicate to 
you such information and to reeommend 
such measures, as, in my opinion the 
business and interests of our newly or- 
ganized city may require, In the pres- 
entation of the several subjects to which 
I shall invite your attention in this ad- 
dress, I shall not attempt to cloud with 
the **sweet smoke of rhetoric,” the va- 
rious facts and comments which will be| 
submitted for your consideration, 
Moreover this is not the occasion for a 
dissertation on the science of municipal 
government, vor for a theoretical dis- 
cussion of the ethical principles which 
should govern our conduct as public 
officials. In speaking of the public} 
schools for instance, I shall not discuss 
education in the abstract nor moralize 
on the advantages of a public school 
system, I shall assume, too, through- 
out, that you ure honest men, and that 
it is unnecessary to dwell on the sacred- 
ness and inviolability of the oath which 
has been administered to you and to me 
on the assumption of our public duties. 

With these few prefatory remarks, 
in partial explanation of the aim of this 
address, I desire in the first place to lay 
before your view, what, to my mind is 
the most important subject with which 
we have to deal, namely ;

Municipal Indebtedness Act, and now 
incorporated in Chapter 20 of the Pub- 
lie Statutes. ‘This enactment required 
that each city and town which, on June 
18, 1875, was indebted, exclusive of 
water debt, to an amount less than five 
per cent and more than one per cent on 
its valuation, should establish a sinking 
fund aud contribute thereto from year 
to year an amount raised annually by 
taxation sufficient with its accumu- 
lations to extinguish the debt within 
twenty years from said date ; provided, 
however, that in the matter of funded 
debts, then existing, and contracted for 
supplying the inhabitants with water, it 
should be sufficient to provide for their 
extinguishment within thirty years from 
June 13, 1875. In other words the 
Legislature said to the town of Woburn 
in 1875; ‘You must pay your water 
debt, now existing, on or before June 
13, 1905, and the rest of your debt on 
or before June 18, 1895.” 

Unfortunately for us at the present 
day, the town seems not to have re- 
garded or fully understood this mandate 
of the General Court. A general sink- 
ing fund it is true, was established in 
1874, yet it in no sense met the legisla- 
tive requirement to raise annually by 
taxation an amount sufficient with its 
yearly additions and accumulations .to 
extinguish the debt at its maturity. Of 
late years it has been generally under- 
stood that our sinking fund was es- 
tablished for the payment of our water 
debt only and that it could not be ap- 
plied to the payment of the municipal 
debt. Such however, is not the faet, 
tor the original vote at the town meet- 
ing held April, 1874, reads: **'To raise 
und appropriate money as a Sinking 
Fund for the payment of the principal 
of the town debt;” und there has been 
no action of the town, since then, which 
would limit or control the application of 
the Sinking Fund of 1874, to the ex- 
tinguishment of the water debt in prefer- 
ence to the municipal debt, 


In 1882, the Legislature passed a law 
in amendment ol the Act of 1875, and 
provided that, instead of establishing a 
sinking fund, a town or city might 
mike provision for the payment of its 
indebtedvess in such annual proportion- 
ate payments as would extinguish the 
same within the time originally pre- 
scribed. 

Such portions of its municipal debt 
as have matured subsequent to the pas- 
sage of this law, the town has divided 
up into such parts as will extinguish it 
on or before June 13, 1895, and at che 
present time our municipal debt is all 
funded with the exception of $69,850 
of which $39,850 falls due the first of 
next May, and the balance in May, 
1890. Jn regard to this $69,850, three 
courses appear to be open to us: 

First, we can apply to the Legisla- 
ture fora special law, extending the 
time for the payment of this portion of 
our debt, so as to distribute the burden | 
over a longer term of yeurs. 

Second, we can continue the 
which has been pursued with reference 
to the rest of the debt and so apportion 
it among the next six years as to puy it 
within the period already prescribed by 
law; or 

‘Third, we can with the consent of 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners, make 
use of the present sinking fund, 

The first plan spoken of might seem 
at first blush, to be the easiest way out 
of the diffleulty. But let us see. 

Our municipal debt in 1875, on the 
passage of the Municipal Indebtedness 
Act, appears to have been $181,422.76, 
In the face of that law, however, the 
town allowed it slowly to increase until, 
in 1878, it reached amaximum of $199,- 
750 at which figure it remained until 
1884. ‘This very $69,850, indeed, 
which is now unfunded, constituted a 
part of the debt existing in 1875. ‘The 
statement of these fucts alone is sufli- 
cient to show the inexpediency of ap- 
plying to the Legislature for rehef, It 
wave us twenty years in which to pay 
our debt, aud if by our remissness that 
term of limitation has been materially 
shortened, we are not in a position to 
ask for favors. 


course 


Secondly, the objection to a continu- 
ation of the policy of the last few years, 
which would necessitate a division of 
the $69,850 into a series of notes is, 
that an average annual burden of about 
$11,000 would thereby be added to our 
tax levy for the next six years. We 
already have «a yearly appropriation to 
make of over $18,500 in order to meet 
the payment of notes given in this way, | 
and to increase this sum to $24,500} 
would indeed be grevious aud well nigh 
calamitous to the tax payer. 

To avoid such an unwelcome result, 
I advise a resort to the third plan, abave 
indicated, namely, the application of 
our sinking funds to the payment of the 
unfunded residue of our municipal debt. 

It has been shown above that this 
course is legally open to us, It remains 
to be demonstrated that such a policy is 
feasible. As the full demonstration, 
however, is necessarily mathematical 


judge of its wise or unwise administra- 


and somewhat complex, the details of 
the process cannot be entered into here. 
I will, however, in a brief way, en- 
deavor to outline it, and to state the 
results which will follow if this plan 
be adopted, 

The net surplus of revenue from 
the water rates the past year after the 
payment of expenses and interest on 
the water debt the past ten months 
was $9,574.21. Section 7, of the 
Acts of 1871, establishing our water 
department, requires that this sum 
be added to the sininking fund, It

says: ‘The net surplus income and 
receipts, after deducting all expenses 


and charges of distribution, shall be set 
apart as a sinking fund and applied 
solely to the payment of the principal 
of said loan, until the same is fully 
paid and discharged.” This transfer to 
the sinking fund will in nowise cripple 
the water department, for it will have 
the fall revere of the fiseal year ending 
Dee. 31, i889, with which to meet 
expenses and interests on the water 
debt for that period.

an annual appropriation of $8,500, or 
one mill on the total valuation, be 
hereafter made to the Sinking Fund of 
1874, in place of the usual appropria- | 
tion of one mill on the total debt. 

With this assistance the sinking fund 
will be enabled to pay at maturity the 
whole of the unfunded $69,850 of 
municipal debt and $48,800 of the 
water debt. Moreover, on July 1, 
1892, there will remain in the fund 
$100,000 at least with which to pay 
one half of the $200,000 of water 
bonds which then fall due. At that 
time, the appropriations for all of our 
sinking funds will lave ceased; our 
unpaid water debt can then be refunded 
ata much reduced rate of interest, and 
so distributed over a period of years 
that both principal and interest can be 
met by the revenue from the water rates, 
with at most a very small annual appro- | 
priation by the city. 

Our present municipal debt, too, will 
then be less than $39,000, and the 
interest on the city debt will require an 
annual appropriation less by $5,000 
than at the present time. 

For the coming year even, the 
adoption of this  poliey will call for a 
smaller levy on account of our debt and 
sinking funds, than was put into last 
year’s rate. From year to year the 
burden of taxation for this purpose will 
grow less and less and the old debt will 
gradually be wiped out. If to the tax 
payer these statements sound Utopian 
he can nevertheless assure himself that 
they are capable of exact mathematical 
proof. 


TAXATION, 

The rate of taxation in Woburn for 
the past ten years has averaged $17.10 
on athousand. The first year of this 
decade (1879) it was as low as $13.30. | 
The maximum rate was attained in| 
1884 when it was $20 on a thousand ; | 
und the rate the past year comes within 
thirty cents of that maximum figure. 

It is to be observed, however, that 
the rate of taxation in any city or town 
is pot always a criterion from which to 


tion. ‘Phe rate may be very low, and 
yet the town may at the same time be! 
plunging into a depth of permanent 
debt from which, in later years, extrica- 
tion may be very difficult. On the} 
other hand, the rate may be compara- 
tively high and the citizen may think 
that the men entrusted with the town 
or city government are needlessly and | 
foolishly extravagant. Such, indeed, 
may be the case; but before passing 
judgment, let him ascertain how, and 
for what purposes the money is being 
expended. He may learn that the high 
rate of taxation is necessitated in part, 
at least, by the action of prior adminis- | 
trations, and that for the present, his 
town or city is paying its own debts | 
and living strictly within its income. 

Thus it may be said, in extenuation 
of the high rate of taxation under| 
which the town has groaned for the | 
past several years, that uot ouly has| 
new indebtedness been incurred, 
(excepting the $20,000 water debt of | 
1886) since the close of the fiscal year 
1880; but during this period, there has 
been a total reduction of our old debt 
of $185,334.62 as follows :—

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FIRE DEVARTMENT, 


From the year 1828, when the town 
contributed $150 to the purchase of its 
first hand-tub, called **The Woburn,” 
down to the present date, our citizens 
have taken a great interest and pride in 
their tire department. 

Today this branch 
service consists of one steamer, 
hook and ladder truck, and six 
carriages, ‘These apparatus engage the 
services of ninety-two men, The dis-

town meéting, the members of Hose 

and of the Gilereast Hook and Ladder 
Company, each received 840 a year for 
their services; those of Hose 5 and 6, 
$35 a year; and those of Hose 2, 3 and 

, $80 a year, 
of eich company were severally paid an 
additional 810, Furtiermore, Hose 
and Gilereast Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany, in lieu of collations, were allowed 
a further sum of $35 as a company ; 
Hose 2, 8, and 4, 820; and Hose 
and 6, $30. 

This made a total pay roll of $3150; 
so that the vote of $3000 substantially 
doubled the pay of the members and 
leuves it at the present time, above 
stated, 

I have taken the pains to explain in 
full this matter of firemen’s pay for the 
reason that it cannot be ascertained 
from the published reports and has al- 
ways been more or less perplexing not 
only to town officials but even to the 
company members. 

That a comparison might be had of 
the expense of our department with that 
of some neighboring cities, I have ob- 
tained from official sources the following 
data:

The most significant tact, connected 
with the financial management of this 
department for the past several years,

The past financial year, owing to 
the change in the form of municipal 
government, covered but ten months, 
and there left an unexpended 
balance of $582.77 to the credit of the 
department on Dee, 31, 1888. It is 
apparent, however, that this sum would 
be inadequate to pay the bills for 
another two months.

their work, and put forth every effort 
to do their full duty. Never, indeed. 
since the days the hand tubs has 
such friendly rivalry existed among the 
companies,—a rivalry which has in- 
duced some of them to buy horses and 
putin sliding poles at their own ex- 
peuse. A great pride, too, is taken in 
furnishing the hose houses; in which, 
us a rule, every thing bears witness to 
the neatness and good taste of the 
occupants, 


STREETS. 

The appointment of a suitable Super- 
intendent of Streets is one of the most 
important executive duties which the 
City Council is called upon to perform. 

The criticism is quite general that 
our highways and sidewalks, at the 
present time, are not only out of repair 
in many places, and below the standard 
invintained in neighboring cities and 
large towns, but are, indeed, inferior in 
quality to what they have been in years 
past. 

This latter comparison has led me to 
look into the outlays in this department 
for the past twenty years; and I find 
that the average expenditure for the 
previous nineteen years is in excess ot 
the appropriations made for highways 
the past year, 

In fact, for the ten years ending 
March 1, 1879, the average expendi- 
tures were very nearly $18,000 as com- 
paved with $15,987.64 which was ex- 
pended on the highways the — past 
financial year; and, during the former 
period there were separate addition! 
appropriations for sidewalks as well us 
for new roads. 

In each of the years 1872 aud 1874 
the united expenditure in these three 
departnents alone was over $30,000 ; 
and, in 1872, it was over $40,000 
When we consider the miles new 
roads that have been constructed since 
then, and the extra wear and tear on 
our streets which the increased travel 
has produced, it is no longer a matter 
of surprise or just criticism that they 
are not equal to what they have been in 
the past.  I-urthermore the critics must 
bear in mind that we are not so rich as 
some of our neighbors, and therefore 
eannot afford to wear quite as good 
jclothes. ‘The city Newton, for 
instance, with its immense wealth of 
personal and real estate is enabled to 
appropriate $100,000 a year for its 
highways; and yet it is sometimes a 
subject of remark that our streets com- 
pare very favorably with those of that 
opulent municipality. 

It inay be stated, too, that the very 
excessive aad violent rainfalls the past 
two years have been a potent factor in

the general expenditures for the ten

months have, indeed, exceeded the 
liberal appropriations which were 
granted last April to carry on the 


department for a full year. 


For several years, in fact, the town 


has been asked to appropriate money 
for outstanding bills and there seems 
to have been no proper or intelligent 


effort made to adjust the expenditures 
to the appropriations. 

We have a by-law which provides that 

"The auditors shall approve no bills in any depart- 


ment after the 
exhausted.” 


This provision is well enough, but it 
is evident in view of what has been 
stated, thitt it 1s not sufficient to limit 
and control the expenditures in any de- 
partment. We need a city ordinance 
to the effeet that : 


“No board or committee of the city council, or 
of either branch thereof, shall make any contract on 
behalf of and binding upon the city, t! ‘mount of 
which contract shallexceed the specific appropria 
tion of the city council previously wede therefor.” 


After some examination of the meth- 
ods adopted in other cities I have decided 
to suggest to you the following changes 
which in the interest of true économy, 
can be made in this department. In 
the first place, reduce the number of en- 
gineers to two as has been done in Som- 
erville and Newton. At the same time 
allow the Chief Engineer a salary suf- 
ficient to recompense him in devoting 
such time to the service as will 
him to conduct its affairs in a business 
way. It will be no detriment to the de- 
partment to drop the three engineers 
who now represent Wards 4, 6 and 7. 
The Chief Eugineer as soon as an alarm 
is rung in, is at the scene of the fire as 
soon as a horse can carry him there, and 
in the short interval before his arrival 
the foreman of any company that may 
precede him can take charge of the men. 
It is on this principle that the cities of 
Newton and Somerville proceed, and 
the eflicieney of their departments can- 
not be questioned. By reducing the 
five engineers to two, @ saving of 8300 
is effected ; or, if deemed expedient, it 
can be added to the pay of the chief en- 
gineer, 

I recommend a reduction in the mem- 
bership ofthe department, ‘The several 
hose companies can spare from two to 
five men each; and, at the same time, 
have on their rolls a membership as lurge 
us the same kind of apparatus has in 
Malden, Newton and other cities. With 


enable 


the services of an efficient permanent 
driver, such as it now has, five of the 
fifteen truckmen connected with the 


Gilcreast Hook and Ladder Company 
would seem superfluous. About fifteen 
hundred dollars can be saved in the 
current expeuse of the department, by 
reducing the membership as indicated, 
As an ailernative you can coasider the 
expediency of a reduction in the pay, 
It has already been shown that the 
$3000 increase which was yoted last 
spring practically doubled the compen- 
sation; und it will be remembered that

It has been suggested to me that a 
permanent loan be negotiated and a 
sufficient sum be obtained in way 
to place our streets in better condition. 
Before acknowledging the necessity for 
applying this remedy, however, I should 
like to see what can be accomplished 
with the usual appropriation expended 
|under the direction of a Superintendent 
of Streets such as you will appoint. 
For several years past there has been a 
change each year in the head of this 
branch of the town’s government; so 
that the benefit which ordinarily accrues 
to any business from a definite line of 
| policy, under an experienced manager, 
| has Leen entirely lost. 

I believe in the first place having 
a trial under the new regime; and, in 
no event, to increase our permanent 
debt unless some unforeseen and imperi- 
ous necessity compels it.

It is estimated that the revenue from 
the rates, for the eusuing year, in the 
absence of any unusual aud unantici- 
pated outlay, will be adequate to meet 
$24,477.75 of interest on the water 
debt. The total interest on the water

THE BALDWIN APPLE, 
By Star Keyes, 1st Prize. 
1. The Baldwin apple is one of the 
most delicious apples that we have. It 


is not only well Known in this country 
but in parts of Europe to which continent 
quantities are shipped yearly. 

2. ‘The Baldwin apple is “the leading 
variety for all purposes is good keeping 
from early fall until late in the spring. 

3. It has generally been supposed that 

a Mr. Loammi Baldwin was the origina- 
tor of the Baldwin apple but I have re- 
cently learned, from good authority that 
a Mr. Samuel Thompson was the origin- 
ator. 
_ 4. Mr. Samuel Thompson was survey- 
ing for the Middlesex Canal near what 
was then called Butters Row in Wilming- 
ton when he came to an old,  seragged 
apple tree which had some bright, red 
opplea ou it. He picked one and ate it. 
He thought that it was remarkably good 
for a native. So he cut some scions off 
and grafted them into some of his trees 
which then stood on land bordering on 
West street back of where Mr. Leander 
Thompson now lives. Mr. ‘Thompson 
tells me that the last one of these trees 
was blown down the September gale a 
few years ago, filled with fruit at the 
tine and it must have been nearly a 
hundred years old, 

5. Even the late Mr. George Baldwin 
thought this to be the correct origin ot 
the apple a short time before his death. 
Probably Mr. Loamimi Baldwin did more 
to spread it through New England than 
any other one man. So after a while it 
became to known as the Baldwin apple 
but previous to that it was kuown as the 


Pecker apple on account of the wood 
peckers having damaged the tree by 
their sap-sucking. 

6. A great many have been deceived 
by the New York Nursery men, they 
thinking they were getting Baldwin 


apples which were nothing but red crabs. 

7. The Baldwin apple is appreciated 
wherever known, especially by thee who 
like to fill their pockets on starting for 
school, and it needs only to be known to 
be appreciated for there is none better 
and the thanks of the millions should 
and ever will be given to the originator.

1, The tree that the apple first came 
from, Was on the farm owned by Ebenezer 
Brooks, who bought the farm ‘in 1715,

A TERRIBLE ELEPHANT HUNT. 


A Brave Boy Meets Mis Fate While Munt- 
ing in Africa. 

Sitting about the camp fire on the 
banks of the Chobe river, in Africa, 
Professor J. W. Kdwards heard the 
story of an elephant hunt that affected 
him more than any experience he ever 
passed through, says a writer in The 
American Field. Burns, a trader in 
Natal, was the author of the nerrative, 
and told it as follows: 

“T was trading in the interior, and 
on one of my visits to Natal was im- 
portuned by George Wilson, a lad of 
19, the son of an old schoolmate, to ac- 
company me on one of my tours, I 
obtained his mother's consent, and we 
started, The boy was a bright, cour 
ageous lad, and was ambitious to dis 
tinguish himself with his rifle, Marly 
one morning in Water yalley we saw 
a herd of fifteen elephants grazing 
about a mile from us. We started 
them up, and picking out a fine bull 
with good tusks, I started to cut him 
off, and telling George to ride behind 
while I charged them. Soon I had the 
old fellow out of the pack, and jave 
him ashot behind the ear that stag- 
gered hima little. Then we crossed 
fired him for half an hour, but could 
not get any good shots. All at once 
the Fore George was riding stumbled, 
throwing him and falling on his leg. 
I was so horrified that I could not 
move: but finally, seeing George’s at- 
tempts to extricate himself, I tried to 
draw the elephant’s attention to me. 
The brute was thoroughly enraged, 
however, and charged for the lad just 
as he was getting on his feet. Then 
followed one of the greatest fights be- 
tween brute and man I ever saw. — OIF 
went George, the elephant after him, 
while J followed, firing bullet after 
bullet into his hide. 

“All at once J saw that Wilson was 
lame. I leveled at once and fired, and 
the boy turned around and did like- 
wise, ‘This checked the brute for a 
moment, but seeing George oe 
again he made a furious charge anc 
caught up with him. Up went his 
trunk, and a moment after the poor 
lad was dead on the ground, crushed 
by the blow. Not satisfied, the brute 
began goring the lad ina frightful 
manner. I rode up to the beast and 
sent in two shots that brought him to 
his knees. He tried to rise, but could 
not, and, after two or three shots, 
rolled overand died. The poor lad 
was torn in pieces, I placed Wis body 
across my horse, chopped off the beast’s 
tusks and rode back to camp. We 
buried him near the springs and piled 
rocks over his grave to keep the wolves 
from getting at it. I took the boy’s 
watch and chain, with his wearing ap- 
pare], to his mother, and I can tell 
you, lads, I never wish to witness such 
a scene again, The poor woman died 
a year afterward, but would neyer 
touch the profits of the trip, saying 
that she would take nothing that was 
the means of killing her boy.” 

How French Coffee ts Mado, 

The French have the reputation of 
making the best coffee. Their method 
is very different from the American 
method, They take a great deal of 
care in making this favorite beverage, 
and the result is that when I’rench 
coffee is taken one drinks the pure 
flayor of the berry. They always 
grind the berries just before they are 
to be used, and ab not let a quantity 
of ground coffee stand and get stale. 
The French cook the : pours boiling 
water on the ground Bue ae | then she 
filters this, and, after boiling the 
water again, pours it on the coffee 
once more. his is repeated a third 
time. She never boils the coffee and 
water together, nor puts the coffee in 
cold water and then let it boil. The 
French do not know how to make 
good tea, but they give this recipe as 
the proper way to make tea; Pour boil- 
ing water on the leaves and then turn 
it out of the pot. Then pour one-third 
of the water required, and place the 
pot over a stew oa apparatus in order 
to let it draw without boiling, After 
awhile add another third, and then 
the last third, In this way the full 
flavor and strength of the tea is ob- 
tained,—New York Mail and Express. 

Chinese Beggars. 

A writer in a Shanghai journal, re- 
ferring to the beggars of China, says 
that large donations are given to them 
by the people, but these are in the na 
ture of an insurance. In the cities the 
beggars are organized into very pow- 
erful guilds, more powerful by far 
than any organization with which 
they can have to contend, for the beg- 
gars have nothing to lose and nothing 
to fear, in which respects they stand 
alone, The shop kecver who should 
refuse a donation to a sialwart beggar, 
after the latter had waited for a rea- 
sonable time and has besought with 
what the lawyers call ‘due diligence,” 
would be liable to invasion from a 
horde of famished wretches, who 
would render the existence even of a 
stolid Chinese a burden, and who 
would utterly prevent the transaction 
of any business until their continually 
rising demands should be met. Both 
the shop keepers and the beggars un- 
derstand this perfectly well, and it is 
for this reason that the gifts flow in a 
steady, if tiny, rill.—L -ndon Times,

Each 
boat was the beever of dispatches re- 
lating to the matter, and the captain 
of each was anxious to pet the news 
ashore first. At the bend jvst below 
the city the two boats were neck and 
neck, their engines groaning and their 
stacks belching forth clouds of smoke, 
They came up the river “a-tluking,” 
and there is still a question as to which 
landed first. It was probably one of 
the most exciting contests that eyer 
occurred on the upper river. —St. Paul

It is high 
time that civilized and Christian peo- 
les pave over reverence for bones, 
The tee sription of affairs at Vienna is 
purely revolting. Itis neither respect 
for the dead nor regard for the living 
that governs our treatment of decay- 
ing corpses.—St. Louis Globe-Demo-

“MR. WASTE PAPER.” 


In a shabby little house, in a shabby 
little street, I call it a street simply out 
of compliment—it being in reality only 
an alley that had started out to be a

{EprrortaL Nork.—Tur Grear Comet 
OF 1680..—In the last instalment of the 
records occurred this entry, “The middle 
W December, 1680, appeared a very yreat 
blazing star, to the wonder of the world.” 
Chis blazing star was a comet, and is 
described in & “Discourse concerning 
Comets, wherein the nature of Blazing 
Stars is enquired into,” by the Rey, Dr. 
Increase Mather of Boston, published at 
Boston, in 1683; a copy of which scarce 
and curious publication formerly belong 
ing to the late Nathan Wyman of. this 
city, is now the property of the Woburn 
Public Library. It rat appeared, in the 
evening, on Dec. 10, when the blaze only 
and not the star, was visible to our re 
dents. On Dec. 12, its blaze appeared 
very red and flery, and on Dee, 14, its 
head was first discerned, the blaze pass- 
ing to the northward of a well known 
constellation, On Dee, 16, its appearance 
was very terrible, the blaze ascended 
above 60 degrees almost to its zen.th, 
srowing continually broader from the 
lead, and was brightest on both ends, 
the middle considerably darker than 
either of the sides. At this time appar- 
ently our Woburn observers took the 
greatest notice ef it. It soon became 
smaller and about the middle of Febru- 
ary vanished out of sight. This was 
Newton's comet of 1680, a great comet, 
and the most remarkable for brilliancy 
of any, probably, ever seen, of which 
there is accnrate account, For mention 
of I, Mather’s researches on comets see 
Mem. Hist, Boston, vol. iv., p, 491.]

A REMARKABLE STORY, 


A Man Said to Be Blown Up by Dynam- 
{te Within Him, 


The following most remarkable 
story is furnished The Huntsville Mer 
cury by one of its reliable correspond. 
ents, and presents a caso that will 
puzzle scientists no little: 

A strange occurrence took place in 
Blount county, Ala., yesterday which 
I will not attempt to explain, but give 
you the facts as they are, 

A party of Birmingham capitalists, 
largely interested in the minerals o 
the region, and some prominent rail. 
road officials were here on a tour of 
inspection, with the view of ne 
some beds of iron ore and selecting 
the most practicable route for the ex- 
tension of the new railway that leads 
up this valley. 

This, indeed, seems to have been the 
true battle grounds of the gods with 
“Pelion piled upon Ossa,” or the utter 
confusion of the geologists, who can- 
not account for red iron ore in one side 
of a mountain, brown on the other, 
with veins of coal immediately under- 
lying the top on both sides, so it: was 
determined to leave them out of the 
yarty and carry along a practical man 
familiar with the formations peculiar 
to this valley for all geological in- 
formation necessary in making an ap:

The question for the 
scientists to settle is what caused 
the explosion, A number of peo- 
ple from Birmingham have visited 
the place, but I have heard only one 
plausible theory, and that was ad- 

vanced by Mr. Schultz, ascientist. It 
isknown positively that Mr, Merts 
had no dynamite with him, and Mr, 
Schultz says the only possible way to 
account for the explosion is that he 
had constantly, for a number of years, 
been handling dynamite and nitro- 
glycerine, and that so much had been 
taken into his system by absorption 
that it was only necessary for him to 
receive a slight jar to set it off, which 
was done when he struck the ground 
on falling from the ledge, 

Whether his story is true or not I 
can’t say, but give the facts as they 
happened, and they can be substan- 
tiated by a number of citizens in this 
vicinity and Birmingham, who will 
inform you if there is any more light 
on the subject. 


The Paradoxes of Sclence, 

The water which drowns us, a fluent 
stream, can be walked upon as ice. 
The bullet, which when fired from a 
musket carries death, will be harmless 
if ground to dust before being fired. 
The crystallized part of the oil of roses, 
so grateful in its fragrance—a solid at 
ordinary temperatures, though readily 
volatile—is a compound substance, 
containing exactly the same elements, 
and in exactly the same proportions, 
as the gus with which we light our 
streets, The tea which we daily drink 
with great benefit and pleasure, pro- 
duces palpitations, nervous —trem- 
blings, and even paralysis, if taken in 
excess; yet the peculiar organic agent 
called theine, to which tea owes its 
qualities, may be taken by itself (as 
ataine not as tea) without any appre: 
ciable effect. 

The water which will allay our 
burning thirst augments when con- 
gealed into snow; so that it is stated 
by explorers of the Arctic regions that 
the natives *tprefer enduring the utmost 
extremity of thirst rather than attempt 
to remove it by eating snow.” Yet if 
the snow be melted it becomes drink- 
able water, Nevertheless, although if 
melted before it enters the mouth it 
assuages thirst like other water, when 
melted in the mouth it has the opposite 
effect. To render this paradox more 
striking, we have only to remember 
that ice, which melts more slowly in 
the mouth, is very efficient in allaying 
thirst.— Black wood’s Maguzine.

Mayne Reid’s style and line of sub- 
jects are pretty well known, especially 
to the readers of tales of adventure 
written half a generation or so ago, 
Indians and bears were apt to be the 
theme, and the scene was usually in 
the west or southwest, though he 
ranged the world over in his thrilling 
stories of hair breadth escapes, He 
was essentially a writer for boys, and 
we may frankly admit that, on the 
whole, he was a food ~writer, as his 
popularity amply testified, Many a 
man, wrapped in the busy cares of 
middle age life, will recollect the rainy 
afternoons and the long evenings spent 
with Reid's “Rangers,” or “Hunters,” 
or “Voyarers.” Not many stopped 
then to think of his style, or, per 
haps, even knew that there was such a 
thing as literary style, The plot was the 
thing. In his “Child Wife,” Capt, Reid 
so departed from his customary line of 
characters as to make us feel that we 
were reading another kind of fietion, 
The ear marks of style, nevertheless, 
are there in the objectiveness of the 
story and its radical adventurism, In 
this tale, however, it is the society ad 
venturers of New York and London 
and the political adventurers of Eng- 
land and the continent in the awk- 
wardly insurrectionary times about 
1850 that we see. He wrote with zest, 
like a Red Republican,” a revolution 
ist, and wove in a number of histori- 
cal incidents in a quite unhistorical 
manner, Phases of English and 
American social life of near forty 
years ago (and we must remomber that 
this book was first published in 1868) 
are shown up severely. What with 
the fortune hunter on one side and the 
title huntress on the other, and their 
follies, heartlessness and crimes, one 
feels rather disgusted for getting into 
such insipid and inherently bad com- 
pany. But tho “Child Wife” herself 
is an ange) of innocent purity and 


first love devotion, As we read 
this story we are frequently led 
to wonder just how far it is 


autobiographical. The fictitious hero 
of the Fats Capt. Maynard, is so 
like the undoubtedly real author Capt. 
Reid (not to speak of the similarity in 
name) that the latter was evidently, 
in many respects at least, eda a 
himself in manuseript. Mrs. Reic 
says, in her preface to this edition, 
that most of the events related were 
actual incidents in the life or within 
the experience of the author, In the 
story Capt. Maynard was born in Ire- 
iand in 1818, and began his literary 
eareer when about 80. He fought in 
the Mexican war and was wounded 
while storming Chapultepec, and in 
1849 he set out to fight for the Lun- 
garian revolutionists. All this is true 
of Mayne Reid. Is it not also true that 
Mrs. Reid, the widow of the author 
since 1883, was the original of this 
“Child Wife??—Washington Public 
Opinion,

The subject of this notice was the 
oldest person in Woburn when he died, 
his age being 92 years, 2 months, 24 
days at the time of his decease last 
Wednesday morning.

Mr. Wyer retained all his faculties 
in a remarkable degree up to the day of 
his decease. is sight and hearing 
were but very slightly, if any, impaired, 
and ouly two weeks ago, when the 
writer saw him last, he was as straight 
as an arrow, his figure was erect, his 
step firm, and no one, meeting him, 
would have dreamed that he had seen 
92 years of life and better. His 
memory was reliable and conyersation 
with him, particularly concerning things 
a half or three-quarters of a century 
ago, was interesting and instructive. 

The deceased was well known by all 
of the older people of Woburn and 
Winchester and by many of the younger 
ones. Ife was a good citizen and a man 
whom everybody esteemed, Although 
go old he will be missed here apd 
many warm friends will sincerely regret 
his departure to another land. He had 
Jong becn a member of the Woburn 
First Congregational chuych, at whose 
pluce of worship his funeral will be 
held next Sunday afternoon at 2.30 
o'clock, Relatives and friends are re- 
specttully iuvited to attend.

In August, 1884, IT was at my 
brother-in-law’s grist mill and noticed 
the Michigan winter wheat as it came 
through the sinut mill, clean and fair. 
ready to be ground up into “Arlington” 
(Mass. ) “wheat meal.” The idea 
struck me: Why not use this cleaned 
wheat for food? It is free from dirt and 
contains all the form and chemical ele- 
ments in proper proportions for nourish- 
ment that our Creator intended mankind 
should have when wheat is eaten. We 
do not crack or grind up other fruits, 
as tomatoes, bananas, potatoes, ete., a 
long time before they are eaten, Nor 
do we deprive them of their natural 
protective garments, and mechanically 
separate their form elements, so that 
one-half at least of the nutritious quali- 
ties are taken away and fed to animals, 
as we do in wheat. Jf the above- 
named fruits were subjected to such 
treatment they would become unfit to 
eat. Why not, I thought, get the 
aroma and bouquet of the wheat in the 
cooking, and not lose it in the milling? 
Acting on this impulse, I took home 
with me a half-bushel of the cleaned 
whole wheat, and put my family upon | 
it to see how long they could live on it 
without tiring, that is as oatmeal is 
used, The experiment has been carried 
out up to the present time (a period ap- 
proaching three years) with no signs of 
tiring. More time, then, must be tuken 
to sicken my people of it. 

Modes of Cooking. —My wile, who 
is my authority, after many trials of 
hers and my own (in which 1] was 
luughed at), gives the following: ‘To 
cook cleaned whole wheat—an amount 
suflictent for four adults, take one cup- 
ful of wheat, wash it clean in cold 
water; put it in a tin pail, or crockery 
bowl, or other syitable utensil, and add 
one-half a teaspooonful of salt and 
three cups of cold water, Then sus- 
pend the pajl in a pot of cold water, 
setiton wa heated stove and boil for 
eight or ten hours. Or, cook for the 


sume time in a double-water-jacket 
boiler. (A common glue-pot does well | 


for small quantities.) Or, cook for the | 
same time in in a {Chanberlain® or 
other steam-cooker. When cooked, it 
should be soft, adhesive, glutinous, and 
easily musticated. Serve with butter, 
or milk, or cream, av eat jt without— 
as the Asiatics eat rice with ng season- 
ing. If the cooking is well done, there 
is an agreeable nutty flavor of the 
wheat, which copresponds ta the hau- 
quet of grapes. ‘Phis flavor seams to 
be lost when the wheat is cracked, 
crushed, or ground long before cooking. 
It this fluvqr is yat desired, cleaned 
whole wheat may be pounded in 4 mor- 
tar, or run through a coffee mill. This! 
will shartey the time of cooking to foyr 
hours or less, 

Advantages. —This is a perfect food, 
and gives all the body’s tissues a chance 
to be ted and nourished. It is intended | 
that this should take the place of oat- 
meal, which has less gluten as compared | 
with wheat, aud is harder to digest. It 
is Detter than flour.

on them. A New Yorker makes an 
income of $10,000 to 815,000 a year 


as a broker of manufacturing buildings 
and sites. Perhaps the oldest trade is 
that of the man who around to 
the ragpickers and buys from them all 
the perfect paper bags which they 
gather. Paper bags are so cheap when 
new that it would seem impossible that 
any one could make a living from buy 
ing and selling second-hand ones, The 
demand for them, however, is yers 
great among the small fruit stands whieh 
are to be found in all of the principal 
streets, These fruit dealers, by the 
way, generally have a secret arrange 
nent with the employes in’ the bag 
stores, by which they get a generous 
supply of paper bays in exchange for 
fruit.

Crit 
iciso theories, too, Let nothing pass 
unchallenged or unscrutinized that 
you are not satisfied is true. Let no 
glamour of great names, no popularity 
of certain modes of thought, deter you 
from expressing your dissent from 
what you do not believe. 

But do not put yourselves hopelessly 
in the wrong by attacking science, or 
by abusing the scientific spirit. You 
will gain nothing by it, but will 
merely darken your understandings, 
and shut yourselves out from the light 
that is ready to lighten every man 
that comes into the world, Science 
will abide. It has its roots in the ever 
lasting rocks, and draws its aliment 
from universal nature. The scientific 
spirit will abide, admonishing men of 
their errors, and leading them into all 
truth. It is wise to be reconciled to 
such powers as these; even now while 
you are in the way with them make 
terms of peace, and find rest to your 
souls."—W, D, Le Sueur in Popular 
Science Monthly.

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Vacuum Drying. 


Mr, Beauder has applied the vacuum 
principle for the partial drying of fab 
ric, The cloth is passed in full width 
on a horizontal cylinder, supplied with 
a slit through its entire (aneti just on 
the place where the cloth is allowed to 
pass. The cylinder is in communica 
tion with another tube, by means of 
which steam is introduced, which, by 
going out on the other side, creates a 
Kind of vacuum in the cylinder, and 
by compelling the air to pass through 
the fabric and through the slit of the 
cylinder, effects a partial drying. The 
cloth is allowed to pass over the cylin- 
der slowly only in order that a suili- 
cient amount of moisture may be re- 
movyed,—Scientific American.

The Carter House Fire Inquest. 
Matters in relation to the mysterious 
burning of the dwelling-house at North 
Woburn owned and lately occupied by 
Mr. John KR. Carter several weeks ago 
took an unexpected turn at the inquest 
last Friday evening and resulted in im- 
portant disclosures and the arrest of the 


two Smith brothers. A couple of 
months or so ago Mr. J. R. Carter 
moved to the Centre and rented the 
house he left to George ‘I. Smith of 
Somerville who, with his brother 


Samuel P. Smith, recently from Bidde- 
ford, Muine, was to occupy it. On the 
night these men moved their household 
goods into the house it was burned 
down. One of the Smiths had $1000 
insurance on his good and the other 
$1500, while later on Arthur B. Ken- 
da!l came forward aud chimed $3000 
insurance for the destruction of books 
burned with the house. 

Things look suspicions and an in- 
quest was ordered. — Previous to 
Friday night several sessions had been 
held but the evidenee had 
nothing of importance or that in any 
way implicated the Smiths or Kendall. 
But a surprise was in store for the 
court of inquest and the public. About 
two weeks ago Chief Eugineer Little-

Large Sum Lost 


by Poker Players on 
Western Bound Palace Cara, 
Passengers on the Pullman cars 


from the east to this city report that 
unusually big gambling fimes have 
been going on recently in west bound 
cars. It appears that us the moral 
New Yorkers and Bostonians approach 
the wild west their ideas of what is 
right and proper take a back seat and 
the freedom of the Rockies and the 
Sierras gets into their hearts and re- 
laxes their hold on their Sunday school 
habits, Both on the Southern Pacific 
and the Santa Fe this spread of gam- 
bling on the rail is noticeable and has 
been commented on quite severely by 
some of the passengers--those, of 
course, who do not gamble, 

“T was more than surprised by what 
T saw in the way of gambling on these 
cars,” said one of these gentlemen re- 
cently, ‘You may say that gambling 
froes on without stint in the Pullman 
coaches, and large sums of money are 
lost and won daily,” 

“But don’t the Pullman ved en 
force their rules?” was asked, 

“Oh, yes; the rules are just as strict 
as ever and just as rigidly enforced, so 
faras the Pullman company has any 
official knowledge. I don't blame the 
company any, although it might look 
alittle closer to its employes, As I 
understand it, the book of instructions 
presented to each Pullman conductor 
and porter is very explicit on this sub- 
ject. When a porter sees any gam- 

jing going en he is supposed to put a 
stop to it, referring to the rules of the 
company, just the same as he would if 
aman were to pull out a pipe in the 
middle of a sleeping car and begin 
blowing big Slouua of tobacco smoke. 
But he don't always do it, and a few 
dollars in the way of a feo to let the 
gamblers alone in the enjoyment of 
their little fun acts with a magic effect 
sometimes, as you may be aware.” 

“Ts there any professional gambling 
going on?” 

“Yes, I am satisfied there is, A 
young blood from New York of the 
Berry Wall stripe told me last Sunday 
that on the trip out from the east he 
had lost $8,000, and he was satisfied 
that he had been run against a profes- 
sional poker player, The fellow, who 
is a big man, with a smooth face, 
cleaned him out of all the spare cash 
ho had, and it was lucky for him that 
he couldn't get hold of any more ready 
money until he reached San Fran- 
cisco, He told me of two others who 
had lost $18,500 between them while 
playing with thesame man. I am told 
that tho big fellow has been working 
the Northern Pacific. He is up to all 
kinds of tricks, and can put up the 
cards so as to take ull the cash on the 
train if he can get it on the table.” 

“Why, do they play with money on 
the table?” was asked. 

“That was only a figure of speech. 
Ishould have told you that most of 
with chips. 
Still, with a good sized limit, a good 
deal of money can pass from pocket to 
pocket during the night.” 

This gentleman is only one of sev- 
eral who have related what they saw 
on the palatial west bound trains re- 
garding the practice of gambling. 
Many a tourist who contemplated a 
long winter sojourn in California, 
with a little run down into Mexico, had 
tocut short his stay on account of a 
searcity of funds from this cause, and 
has got no nearer Mexico than Stock- 
ton, 

“To what extent is gambling prac- 
ticed in the west bound Pullinan cars?” 
was the question put by this reporter 
to many different railroad men of this 
city. 

Some would not admit that such a 
thing as gamblingin ‘Uncle George's” 
coaches, as George M. Pullman's 
palaces on wheels are known among 
the railroad fraternity, was possible. 
Others thought there might be somie- 
thing of the kind going on and a few

School und Cottage Attendance. 

A table is given showing the attend- 
ance upon the colleges and scientific 
schools of the country during the years 
1875-76 and 1885-86, and the ratie 
which such attendance bore to the 
population at those dates. During the 
ten years there was a decrease of nine 
in the number of colleges, and an in 
crease of ten in the number of scien- 
tific schools. The attendance upon 
the colleges at the later date wis 7,072 
greater than at the earlior period, The 


percentages of increase were 27 and 28 
respectively, while the estimated in- 


crease of population during the same 
ten years was 25, 

A comparative view of the relation 
of students to population by divisions 
shows an increase in the number of 
students as compared with population 
for colleges alone, and for both col- 
leges and scientific schools, in the 
North Atlantic and North Central 
divisions of the country, and a de 
crease in the three remaining sections. 
It is only fair to remark that in) mak- 
ing the computations for the south the 
colored population is included, and 
this brings the ratios of students to 
population down to 1 to 2,459 and 1 to 
2,850 respectively in the two divisions 
of the south. If the blacks are ex- 
cluded from the computation, the 
ratios of students in colleges to popu- 
lation in that section become 1 to 
1,825 and 1 to 1,548 respectively, and 
the number in colleges and scientific 
schools combined 1 to 1,051 and 1 to 
1,429. —Science, 


Honey Culture in California, 

San Diego, Los Angeles, San Ber 
nardino, Ventura and Santa Barbara 
counties are the principal honey pro- 
ducing counties of Caiuornia, The 
climatic conditions are favorable. 
There seldom is frost, and flowers are 
in bloom all the year, The rain falls 
in the winter months, Bees require 
warm, sunny days, and such are the 
spring and summer days almost with 
out exception, They gather large 
quantities of honey in southern Cali-

Mayor’s views on local municipal gov- 
ernment, and neither the paper or its 
editor is thought anything of by reputa- 
ble folks. ‘Lhe name of the sheet is the 
Marlboro Zimes. The Times has no 
standing with the craft.or community. 
It is ouly from the patronage of a few 
irreligious cranks, the rumsellers of 
Marlboro, and a handful of semi-re- 
pectuble people who like to read dirty 
things on the sly, that the editor of the 
Times is enabled to eke out a precarious 
existence, and even these uncertain 
sources of support are rapidly diminish- 
ing on account of the disgusting exhibi- 
tions of silly egotism he makes every 
week in hisabusive sheet, We give be- 
low the article of the Zranscript which 
js only one of many complimentary no- 
tives found in the papers of Woburn’s 
new Mayor; 

The new mayor of the new city of 
Woburn has commenced his administra- 
tion with the evident determination to 
make his city a model of good morals 
and decorum. One day lust week he 
assembled the entire police force and 
told them what he expected of them; 
it is more than most communities ex- 
pect their officers to perform, but every 
word was good and we hope he will re- 
ceive the ready support of the citizens 
in this regard. Some of his points 
were pertinent to smaller towns, ours 
for instance. He says: 

‘*In regard to the profanity used on 
the streets I give you orders to arrest 
the first man, woman or child whom 
you overhear usiog profane or vulgar 
tulk in the hearjng of the public. Un- 
der the luw, if you do not know the 
name of the offender, you have the right 
to arrest him without a warrant. If 
you do know him then I want you to 
swear out a warrant immediately, and 
muke the arrest as soon as possible. A 
failure on your part to carry out my 
instructions in this regard I shall con- 
sider it a breach of duty. Iam deter- 
mined to suppress this low and vulgar 
tulk so frequently heard on our side- 
walks. I want you also to keep the 
sidewalk clear of loafers, who stand on 
the curbstones, gt street corners, in 
alley ways, about saloons; and by 
tobaceo spitting, and in other disagree- 
able ways, reuder passage along the 
sidewalks very unpleasant to ladies and 
citizens. ‘The parading of girls in such 
a manner as to obstruct other foot puas- 
sengers must also be broken up. I also 
caution you against standing on the 
sidewalk and talking with friends while 
on duty. Moreover, you must not 
spend your time, or any portion of it, 
in the police station or other place when 
you belong on the street. In other 
words, gentlemen, J expect every man 
qn the farce to see to it that the laws of 
all kinds are enlurced, for that is what 
you and I are here far.” 

These remarks are such a departure 
from the customary instructions in such 
cases that many good citizens will re- 
gard them as too puritanical, but none 
will deny that such measures are called 
for in most communities. We hope to 
see the time when Methuen will follow 
Woburn'slead in this matter,

An accident, which resulted in the 
doh of Bagineer Willinm Sawtelle 
aid the serious injury of Fireman 
Trenlilm, happened at Prospect Hill, 
on the Lowell road, at 12.30 Tuesday 
morning. 

At 12 o'clock the engine ** Leopard,” 
carrying Engineer Sawtelle, Fireman 
Trenholm, Conductor Cushing and two 
brakemen, left Cambridge to bring in 
the stock train from Woburn. 

‘Two rods this side of the Cross street 
bridge at Prospect Hill a new switch 
frog had been put in Sunday, and when 
the engine renched this place the rails 
spread, allowing the engine to run on 
to the inward track, where it tipped 
over and pinioned three men under it. 
These men were Engineer Sawtelle, 
Fireman ‘Trenholm and Conductor 
Cushing. 

At this time the inward bound ice 
train was due, and Trenholin and Cush- 
ing managed to drag themselves out of 
the wreck, and while Cushing ran to 
set target. ‘Trenholm, whose arm was 
broken and whose ribs were crushed, 
ran down the track toward the coming 
train. 

Just as Cushing reached the target 
he heard the electric signals ring at the 
station, and saw the train come around 
the curve. ‘Trenholm ran toward it 
shouting, ‘For God's suke stop!” 

Conductor Cheeney, on the incoming 
train, heard him, and reversed his 
engine, but he was too near to avoid 
the collision, 

In the meantine Engineer Sawtelle 
was found on the track between his 
engine and tender, and was shouting 
for them to uncouple and get him out. 

If there had been three minutes to 
spare the engineer's life could un- 
doubtedly have been saved, but the 
incoming train was too near. 

It struck the Leopard, driving it two 


lengths along the track and_ killing 
Engineer Sawtelle, who was still 


pinioned between his engine and tender. 

Officer Johnaon was on the bridge at 
the time the accident happened, and 
immediately ran down to J. R. Wal- 
cott’s und telegraphed to Boston for a 
wrecking train which was sent down at 
once, 

Though the men on the wrecker did 
the best they could, it was 4 o’clock 
before the body of Engineer Sawtelle 
was tuken from the debris. His watch 
was found to have stopped at 12.26. 
The dead engineer was a man about 35 
years old, and leaves a little daughter 
4 years old. His wife is dead.

The Chicago Woman's Club, 


The Chieago Woman’s Club com- 
prises many of the finest women of that 
city. They have undertaken various 
lines of usefulness. Not the Jeast of 
these is an effort now making in behall 
of children who do not attend school. 

The club has found that there are 
57,391 such children in thatcity. ‘The 
law requires twelve weeks’ schooling 1m 
a year for each child of school age. 
The club petioned to have the law 
enforced. Women know that ignorance 
is the foe of representative government, 
and they have taken the matter in hand 
for the sake of the public welfare. 
New buildings will be required. Much 
expense and many changes will have to 
be made, but the Woman's Club will 
not leave the matter till schools are 
provided for all the children, 


Miss Olive Schreiner is the author 
of that exceedingly painful aud pessi- 
inistic tale, ‘The Story of an African 
Farm,” though she writes under the 
name of Ralph Tron, She was born 
at the Cape, of mixed German and 
English parentage, the daughter of a 
missionary who died and left her at 
eleven years of age alone and friend- 
less. She has been an English 
governess, and her early years were 
full of dreadful hardships. It is said 
that much of the more melancholy part 
of the book is autobiographical, 


Frau Vogelsang, in Berlin, teaches 
ladies to become photographers, She 
has a large studio, where her pupils 
can also board and lodge. Frau 
Vogelsany, who also lectures upon her 
art, believes that many ladies who are 
unsuccessful as painters might make a 
very fair livelihood in photography. 
There should always be two women in 
each firm, ove to tuke the likeness, and 
the other to prepare the plates. In 
Sngland additional interest hus been 
lent to this employment by Miss Levy’s 
novel, *The Romance of a Shop,” in 
which a lifelike picture is given of the 
experiences of a tamily of girls who 
set up business for themselves in this 
line of portraiture, In Germany it is 
estimated that the necessary capital at 
starting need not exceed $750.

THE HORRORS OF WAR. 


Graphlo Description of the Experience of 
a Southern Lady, 

Whioen the war of the rebellion be- 

n the beautiful country place, Ar 
ington, covered the point of land jut- 
ting into the Mississippi river, four 
miles below Baton Rouge. Up the 
long avenue of pride-of-China trees 
Mr. Ripley, a wealthy and prominent 
Louisianian, had brought his bride 
one day in the early fifties, In the 
Charleston convention Mr, épley had 
been one of the two Louisiafians who 
would not leave the hall when to 
leave meant secession, and when, after 
the war broke out, he came home one 
day to find a home made Confederate 
flag floating over his plantation, he 
sorrowfully remonstrated at the haste 
of his zealous wife, Physical infirmi- 
ties kept out of the army, but he 
served the Confederacy in securing 


supplies. 

Vers, Ripley, who has told in 
graphic fashion the story of a_wo- 
man’s life in the Confederacy, relates 
in “Flag to Flag” that on the morn- 
ing when Baton Rouge was bom- 
barded by the Union gunboats she was 
roused from sleep by the noise of can- 
non. With all a woman’s faith in the 
cause she had so heartily espoused she 
was sure that Gen. Breckinridge must 
conquer. As the morning wore on 
she saw coming from the town what 
seemed to be a flock of sheep, It was 
not sheep, but human beings rushing 
ell mell, Pouring, panting, rushing 
sown the hot and dusty road they 
came—women bonnetless, some with 
wrappers hastily thrown over night 
gowns, and men trundling children 
too young to run, On they came 
straight for Arlington, 500 terrified 
human beings fleecing from bursting 
shells. 

The store closets of the house were 
thrown wide open, and the bewild- 
ered mistress with her child, two 
months old, laid herself down on her 
bed and cried, while hungry men 
killed the sheep and oxen, cut off por- 
tions of the meat, cooked it hastily at 
fires built of fence rails, and ate it as 
savages eat. Tho twelve pounds of 
tea that the house contained was 
turned into the soap kettles from 
which the decoction ‘was drunk 
faster than it was made,” as one of 
the negroes puts it. 

One frail woman, clad in a light 
night wrapper, came bearing a child 
ill with malignant scarlet fever, and 
she was the only Nottaths who had a 
room to herself, the dread of fever 
being’ greater than that of bullets. 
Amid all the confusion several chil- 
dren first opened their eyes in a cruel 
world, and the household stores were 
taxed to their utmost to meet these 
unexpected demands. 

At noon came the news of defeat, 
and at night the rain which follows 
heavy cannonading added to the mis- 
ery. Men roosted in trees whose 
broad leaves shed the wet, and counted 
themselves well off, until a few shells 
dropped about the house sent them 
tumbling to the ground like ripe per- 
simmons from a shaken tree, The 
shells had the effect of clearing Ar- 
lington of its unwelcome guests, and 
among those to leave was the scarlet 
fever patient. The sick child grew to 
be a-beautiful woman, but to this day 
she is deaf, as a result of that ex- 
perience. 

Baton Rouge was sacked. Precious 
portraits were slashed with sabers, 
dainty china was thrown in a heap on 
the floor and ground to powder, beau- 
tiful dresses were ruthlessly hacked to 
pieces and private letters were given 
to the winds of heaven. Such is war. 
Under these circumstances the Ripleys 
concluded to Saeare into Texas, the 
husband going on before and of neces- 
sity leaving his delicate wife to muke 
the best of her way by holding a pistol 
at the head of her sully colored driver, 

At Houston Mrs. Ripley tried to get 
milk or butter, but was told that those

Texas, however, became unsafe, and 
they were forced to flee into Mexico, 
which at that time was busy with tho 
struggle of Maximilian and his French- 
men to get control of the country. 
In Piedras Negras Mrs. Ripley oceu- 
pied the office of the Confederate cus- 
toms officer, who handled the money 
to buy supplies. The big Mexican dol- 
lars were put into her safe fer safe 
keeping, and the swarm of Hebrew 
traders and speculators brought her 
the money they were afraid to keep 
on their persons. For two months she 
sat on money, slept on money, 
watched by money, not knowing the 
amount, the hames, nor often even

A People of the Caucasus, 

Each community is made up of sey- 
eral villages, orginally consisting 
each of members of the same family 
or gens, but now including several 
families. Members of tho same family 
can not intermarry. Women and 
pasturage rights hayo been occasions 
of many feuds and yendettas. When a 
woman changed hands, or husbands, 
the parties concerned could not always 
agree on the value in cattle—the Suan- 
etians had no money—of the lady ex- 
changed. Hence arose assaults of per- 
sons and batteries of towers. The 
affairs of the hamlet, so far as they 
were not settled by appeals to arms, 
were regulated by an assembly of 
adult males, in which unanimity was 
required for a valid decision. The 
foreign relations of the Suanetians con- 
sisted, for the most part, in predatory 
excursions into their neighbors’ past- 
ures. They were arrant sheep stealers 
and cattle lifters. Strangers met with 
no hospitality. On the contrary, it 
was the custom to exact a payment 
from them for passage, and the custom 
still survives in petty demands made 
for halting in a remote village. ‘The 
Suanetians may fairly be described as 
reverted pagans, Some Christian rites 
—fasting in Lent, and the use of the 
sign of the cross—they have doubtless 
preserved, But these suryivals seem 
to me no more to entitle them to the 


| name of Christians than our own mid- 


summer night fires constitute us sun 
worshipers. —D. W.  Freshfield in 
Popular Science Monthly.

DANIEL O'CONNELL. 
Two Important Episodes In the Life of 
the Irish Liberator, 

Daniel O'Connell was born in 1775, 
and was sent to France to be educated, 
as was the custom at the time among 
Catholie Irish families. At the age of 
20 he wrote toa relative concerning 
his future plans: “I have now two 
objects to pursue—the one the attain- 
ment of knowledge; the other the ae- 
quisition of all those qualities which 
constitute the polite gentleman. 1am 
convinced that the former, besides the 
immediate pleasure which it yields, is 
calculated to raise me to honors, rank 
and Yortune, and I know that the 
latter serves as ai general pass 
port or first recommendation; and 
as for the motives of ambition 
which you suggest, Lassure you that no 
man can possess more of it than I do, 
I have, indeed, a glowing and, if I 
may uso the expression, an enthusi- 
astic ambition, which converts every 
toil intoa pleasure and every study 
into an amusement. Though nature 
may have given me subordinate tal- 
ents, IT never will be satisfied with a 
subordinate situation in my profession, 
No man is able, I am aware, to supply 
the total deficiency of abilities, But 
everybody is capable of improving and 
enlarging a stock, however small, and 
in its beginning, contemptible. It is 
this reflection that affords me most 
consolation. If I do not rise at the 
bar I will not have to meet the re- 
proaches of my own conscience.” 

The young man understood himself 
well. His success as a lawyer was ex- 
traordinary. Before he had been prac- 
ticing five years he had within his 
reach a law business that would have 
brought him an income of $50,000 or 
$100,000 a year. But he had not fore- 
seen that he wasa born political gladi- 
ator, and that the oppression of Irish- 
men and the miseries of Ireland would 
constitute the one great cause of his 
career, 

When O'Connell took up the Irish 

uestion many of his fellow Irishmen, 
like himself, were under a religious 
and legislative yoke. They were for- 
bidden even to hold real property. 
The agitator lived to see some of the 
worst disabilities removed, and _ this 
largely through his own incessant 
efforts, His parliamentary tactics were 
much the same as Parnell’s—he may 
be said to have invented them. He 
was elected to Parliament in 1828, and 
was the first Catholic Irish member 
after the revolution. The emancipa- 
tion act received the royal signature 
in 1829, 

Parliament voted to admit O'’Con- 
nell if he would take the oath obliga- 
tory with all members at the time. 
His first appearance in the house of 
commons is thus described: ‘‘The ex- 
citement was intense; breathless 
silence prevailed in that crowded as- 
sembly when O'Connell was_ intro- 
duced by Sir EB. Burdett and Lord 
Duncannon. The speaker then in- 
formed him of the resolution of the 
house on the previous night—that he 
could not take his seat unless he took 
the oath prescribed at the time he was 
elected. The liberator then said: 
“May I ask to see the oath?” The 
clerk was directed to hand him the 
oath, which was printed on a large 
eard, O'Connell put on his spectacles 
and perused the oath with deepest at- 
tention. One would suppose he had 
never seen theoath before; during the 
few minutes he was so perusing it the 
smallest pin could be heard drop, 

He then said: ‘I see in this oath one 
assertion as too matter of fact which 
I know to be false, I see in it another 
assertion as to a matter of opinion 
which I believe tobe untrue, I there- 
fore refuse to take that oath,” and, 
with an expression of the most pro- 
found contempt, ke flung the card 
from him on the table of the house. 
The house was literally struck of a 
heap. No other phrase that I know of 
but that quaint, old fasbioned one can 
accurately describe the feeling of 
amazement that peryaded parliament 
for some minutes after the card was 
thus contemptuously flung on the 
table. Tho speaker then said; ‘The 
honorable and learned gentleman 
having refused to take the oath, will 
lease retire below the bar,” and the 

iberator, again leaning on Burdett 
and Duncannon, came below the bar 
and sat near me under the gallery. In 
the debate that ensued the speakers on 
all sides paid him the highest compli- 
ments, but it ended in the issuing of a 
new writ for Clare.—Detroit Free 
Press, 


South American Plungers.

THE KEY OF DEATH. 


Strange and Fatal Weapon Employed by 
A Discarded Lover. 

About 1600 a stranger named Te- 
baldo established himself as a mer 
chant in Venice. He became enam- 
ored of a daughter of an. ancient 
house, and, asking her hand, was re- 
jected, the young lady at J already 
alfianced, Wnraged, he set himself to 
plan revenge, and, oath a skillful 
mechanician, he invented a formida- 
ble weapon. This was a large key, 
the handle of which, when pressed, 
sent out from the other end of the key 
aneedile of such fineness that it en- 
tered the flesh and buried itself there, 
leaving no external trace, 

With this weapon Tebaldo waited 


‘at the church door till the maiden he 


loved passed in to her marriage. Then, 
unpereeived, he sent the slender 
needle into the breast of the bride- 
groom, who, seized with a sharp pain 
from an unknown cause, fainted, was 
carried home and soon died, his 


strange illness baffling the skill of the

Again Tebaldo demanded the maid 
en’s hand, and was again refused. In 
a few days both her parents died ina 
like mysterious manner, Suspicion 
was excited, and on examination of 
the bodies the small steel instrument 
was found in the flesh.

Town Life as a Cause of Degeneracy. 
The general unfitness and incapabil 
ity of the dwellers in our large hives 
of industry to undergo continued vio- 
lent exertion, or to sustain long en- 
durance of fatigue, is a fact requiring 
little evidence to establish; nor can 
they tolerate the withdrawal of food 
under sustained physical effort for 
any prolonged period as compared 
with the dwellersin rural districts. It 
may be affirmed also that, through 
the various factors at work night and 
day upon the constitution of the 
poorer class of town dwellers, various 
forms of disease are developed, of 
which pulmonary consumption is the 
most familiar, and which is doing 


its fatal work in a lavish and 
unerring fashion, Thus it may 
be conceded as an _ established 
fact that the townsman is, on the 
whole, constitutionally dwarfed in 
tone, and his life, man for man, 
shorter, weaker and more uncertain 


than the countryman’s. I hold the 
opinion that the deterioration is more 
in physique, asimplied in the loss of 
puvaice) or muscular power of the 
jody, the attenuation of muscular 
fiber, the loss of integrity of cell struc- 
ture, and consequent liability to the 
invasion of disease, rather than in ac- 
tual stature of ineh measurement. 
The true causes of this deterioration are 
neither very obscure nor far to seck. 
They are bad air and bad habits, To 
these may be added a prolific factor 
operating largely to produce degenera- 
tion of race, and that is, frequent in- 
termarriage, often necessitated by re- 
ligious aflinities.—-G. B, Barron, M. 
D., in Popular Science Monthly.

Immovable Jawa. 

Nowspapers at tho present timo con- 
tain many interesting stories of old 
eople who are hearty, but itis doubt 
ul if a more curious case than the one 
reported by Tho Fall River Globe has 
ever been published. It is that of a 
Dartmouth farmer named William 
Bonnett, who is nearly 60 years of age. 
He was born at Tiverton, R. 1, and 
lived for many years in a comfortable 
farmhouse on the main road to New 
port, 

When he was about 56 years of age 
he was attacked with a child's disease 
for which Dr. West was engaged to 
prescribe. The Dr, West mentioned 
ived in a large mansion below Bridge 
port, and was an ancestor of the pres 
ent tual which resides in that vi- 
cinity, Attho time of Mr. Bennett's 
illness, salivation was a favorite form 
of treatment. Calomel was the drug 
ordered and administered to the pa- 
tient. Wither from carelessness or 
other cause the mercurial preparation 
lodged in the boy's jaws, and a can- 
cerous sore was developed. 

For many weeks his life was de 
spaired of. Finally the growth was 
killed, but when it had disappeared it 
was found that the muscles of the 
child's jaws were ruined, and, like the 
upper, the lower jaw would always ro- 
main fixed. To regain strength it was 
necessary to have all his food specially 
srepared before it was given to him, 
Vhen placed before him he managed 
to squeeze it in between the lips which 
were slowly recovering from the al- 
most fatal work done by the deadly 
drug. The salivary glands were not 
injured by the burning of the calomel, 
Bennett recovered after a long illness 
and grew up as most Rhode Island 
boys do who spend a life on a farm. 
He pays visits to the Fall River mar- 
ketmen, with whom he has done busi- 
ness for nearly fifty years. He is a 
ruddy featured, portly man of genial 
temperament, and with the exception 
of aslight facial defect he shows no 
signs of the accident which has kept 
his jaws immovable for so many years. 


Ono Year's Track Laying. 

Notwithstanding the widespread im- 
pression that the additions to the rail- 
way system of the United States dur- 
ing 1888 would be comparatively in- 
significant, the evidence is now before 
us that the railway mileage of the 
country was increased during the year 
oy no less than 7,120 miles of main 
track, While this is much less than 
the phenomenal increase in the year 
1887, 1886, 1882 and 1881, when the 
new mileage was respectively 13,000, 
9,000, 11,560 and 9,796 miles, the 
record for the past year exceeds that of 
every other year in history, with the 
exception of the year 1871, when 7,379 
miles were added, 

New track was laid in all but two of 
the thirty-seven states and territories, 
the exceptions being for Nevada, Kan- 
sas still leads the list in the extent of 
new mileage, and she has done so for 
several of the years, California comes 
next. The most striking characteristic 
of the year's work is the large number 
of separate lines of which it is com- 
posed and the correspondingly small 
average—less than twenty miles—for 
each line. Only about twelve built 
more than 100 miles each; those doing 
the largest amount of work being the 
Chicago, Kansas and Nebraska, 412 
miles; St. Paul, Minneapolis and Mani- 
toba, 374 miles, and Southern Pacific, 
through various subsidiary companies, 
a little over 500 miles. These facts are 
important as showing how the nature 
of the work of railway construction 
changed ina single year. The build- 
ing of great competitive lines practi- 
cally ceased for the immediate present, 
and the year’s work was chiefly de- 
voted to the construction of short in- 
dependent lines or branches, —Railway 
Age. 


Sculpture. 

Sculpture must first be a common- 
lace, a fashionable necessity in the 
1ome life, before it can flourish greatly 
and nationally in a commonwealth 
like ours. ‘The field of the sculptor as 
the rival of the painter in the daily 
affections of amateurs is practically 
unworked, scarcely suspected; yet the 
signs of its presence are on all sides. 
One straw is the remoyal of an old 
wrejudice against plaster casts, used in 
ieu of costlier materi: As to what 
is now called seulpture—backed as it 
is by no large muss of trained, culti 
vated fosterers—the silent nation of 
marble and bronze statues which men 
think of when sculpture is mentioned 
becomes already oppressive. Our 
parks will soon offer the cluttered 
chaos of the cemetery and become a 
derision, But will not then a wider 
taste, wearying of easel pictures and 
Re Rue on the wall, carved woodsand 
yric-a-brac, turn to statuary for agree- 
able, companionable forms of art, at 
once calmer in temperament and more 
indestructible than the fashionable 
decorations of our homes? It is only 
by beginning at the fireside that we 
can cultivate the public taste to the 
level of Athens and Florence, and 
have the knowledge to bid our seulp- 
tors grapple with those grandest forms 
of art that for their backgrounds de- 
mand a sea, a landscape, or a steepled 
town. —Century,

Dean Journat: — In compliance 
with ny promise to write something in 
regard to my trip to the “Sunny South,” 
[ will now improve my first opportunity 


of doing so. 


We left the “Hub of the Universe” 
on the special excursion train of the 


Fort Payne Iron and Coal Co., convist- 
ing of three Pullman bondoir and 
dining-room cars which went through 
from Boston to Fort Payne without 
change. Our party was made up of 
mostly business men and capitalist from 
all over the New England States, con- 
spicuous among them was ex-Gov. 
Connor and wife of Maine; Col. J. W. 
Spaulding and wife of Portland; W. P. 
Rice, President of the Union Invest- 
ment Company of Kansas City, the 
organizer of the Company, who were 
singularly fortunate in interesting a 
man of so wide an experience and 
wonderful executive ability, which 
specinily fit him for such au enterprise, 
Mr. Rice has, during the past five 
years, organized no less than twonty- 
five banks and is now President of ten 
different banks, So much for the man 
who is the prime mover in the Fort 
Payne scheme, It may be further said 
that in every undertaking of his has 
been a success, 

Our whole party numbered sixty- 
eight ladies and gentlemen and a live- 
lier or more agreeable one it would be 
hard to find. We arrived at Fort 
Payne «at 11.45 Monday, Feb. 4, 
making the run of about 1500 miles in 
nbout 50 hours, or about 81 miles per 
hour night und day.

The raons are partitioned off with uns 
planed boards, And when our party 
struck it thera was a stampede for 
rooms. The proprietor is a Vermont 


man, and did his best with limited space 
to supply all who came, Some rooms 
had as many as four beds and I was 
more fortunate than the rest for I! 
secured a room in a private house. At 
meal time there is a general stampede 
for the dining-room which agcammo- 
date 26, and as theya is about 100 to 
feed jt is first come first served. 

‘Buesday was spent by the entire malo 
portion of the party in visiting the coal 
and iron mines most of the party being 
mounted an horses and some on mules. 
} was again fortunate in securing an 
excellent suddle-horse. Three of us 
rade some 30 to 85 miles in all this 
day, and for the next day or two pre- 
fered to take our meals on a mantle- 
piece. 

Wednesday morning there was a sale | 
of lots, no one but our party being al- 
lowed to bid, Qaine 60 lots were sold 
in pres ranging from $250 to $500 
per lot. ‘The business lots sold on con- 
ditions that buildings should be aracted 
within six months, tha buildings to cost 
not less than $4000. ‘he new hotel, 
which the coutract is to, be awarded to- 
morrow, is to be an elegant affyin and 
to cost $150,000, ta be built in G0 days, 
the lumber for the same ta be on the 
grounds in 10 days. ‘Khe landlord is 
here and is busy ordeying the furniture 
from Chattanooga, ‘There are to be! 
100 sloeping rooms in the hotel, which | 
fuces the Kust and gives a fine view of 
the Lookout Mountain range. 


All the land in front of the hotel 
down to the railroad is to be laid out} 
as a Park and the new pasgenger 
station will be located directly opposite. 
There jg 4 gradual slope of the ground 
ftom the house to the railroad, and the 
whole when completed will be yeyy 
attractive to a strangey alighting from 
the tratng, ‘}e street in frout of the 
hotel is called Gault Avenue; next ta 
the hotel, corner of Gault Avenue and 
Linn afreet, ia ta be built the Fart Payne 
Hank which is ta be built of stone 
quarried hero, 

The hotel will be called the De Kalb, 
the name of the county.

PROPOSED NEW LAW ON 

LIBEL, 

Recently a conference of Massachu- 
setts editors and publishers was held in 
Boston at which it was voted to urge 
the Press of the State to be represented 
at the hearing given lust Tuesday by 
the Judiciary Committee in the matter 
of petitions for a modification of exist- 
ing laws respecting libel, and in pur- 
suance thereof many editors and 
publishers were present at said hearing. 
The notice for it, signed by Mr. 8S. W. 
McCall, Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, sets out the changes asked 
for in the law in these words: 

The Committee on the Judiciary on 
the part of the House will give a hear- 
ing to parties interested in orders relat- 
ing to proof of malice in actions of 
libel so that the defendant may be 
permitted to rebut the presumption of 
malice in all cuses, and providing a 
new measure of damage in cases where 
itis proved that malice did not exist; 
also the order relating to amending the 


law of libel as to provide that no 
action shall be maintained for the 
publication of matter of legitimate 


interest to the public if made without 
actual malice, etc., at room No. 8, 
State House, on ‘Tuesday, February 
19, at 10.80 o'clock a. M.

Science of Digestion. 

The fallacy of ‘plain living” is 
shown by good authority, which 
proves thai the stomach never per 
forms its duty so effectually as when 
called to act upon a variety of food, 
provided, of course, that the food is 
well cooked. The popular opinion 
now is.that a dinner consisting of 
three or four varieties of solid food is 
more easily digested than the meal 
which is confined to one sort only. 
The old fashioned notion of a single 
joint and a simply made pudding is 
yronounced to be a fruitful source of 
indigestion. _ Upon this a Dr. 
George H. Taylor says in The Sani- 
tary tra: ‘‘Ready digested and easily 
digested foods are the abomination 
of dietetics; they prevent normal 
incitation of the digestive organs, 
necessary for normal _ secretions; 
they encourage a false notion that nu- 
trition can be assured without refer- 
ence to expenditure or to providin 
any use for nutritive material, an 
thus are liable to cause unnatural, ir- 
regular, unmanageable increase of the 
unstable ingredients of the organism, 
which react injuriously upen the di- 
gestive secretions, especially those of 
the liver. The prevalent recourse to 
these presumubly enforced methods of 
nutrition are, in short, a violent and 
abnormal reaction against the former 
prevalent reign of physic, depletents 
and socalled alteratives. These old 
methods actually pevide modes_ of 
disposing of unused nutritive supplies, 
although they be morbid modes,”— 
Frank Leslie’s Newspaper. 


Amphibian of the Coal Period. 

Professor Bickmore, in a lecture on 
“The Period of Reptiles and Mam- 
mals,” in the Museum of Natural His- 
tory, New York city, presented on a 
screen illustrations of the footprints 
one of the amphibians of the coal 
period. The illustration was a draw- 
ing from the great slab of bluestone 
which belongs to the museum, and 
was taken from the stone quarry at 
Turner’s Falls, Mass. The animal 
itself, Mr. Bickmore explained, was 
one of those which roamed in great 
numbers along the Connecticut valley 
during the carboniferous period. This 
one had left its footprints in the mud, 
and the impression haying been sub- 
sequently filled with sand, the cast 
syas preseryed when the clay became 
hardened into stone, 

From fossils of the animal, which 
have been obtained in other portions 
of the valley, it appears to have had 
an elongated body, about fourteen feet 
long, on four legs. It moved mainly 
on the hind feet, the fore legs being 
shorter, and lived partly in the water 
and partly on the banks of the stream. 
—Scientific American.

Bill Brazelton's Death. 


A gentleman from Tucson, A. T., in 
the lobby of the National hotel, spoke 
of one of the desperadoes of his town: 

“] want to tell you that the first and 
greatest lone highwayman in this 
country lived in Tucson, and his name 
was Bill Brazelton. It has now been 
seven or eight years since he was 
killed, While he lived he was the 
terror of southern Arizona, and he did 
all of his work single handed. He 
used to work in a livery .table in Tue- 
son. He was a young fellow who did 
not say much, but was all the time 
practicing with his revolver when he 
was not at his work. He was the 
most active, powerful young man I 
ever saw. 

“He got so he could turn a somersault 
with his pistol in his hand, and as he 
came up hita half dollar every time 
twenty-five yards away. He coulk 
shoot in every position, whether stand- 
ing, running or riding, and every time 
he ‘plumped’ the bull’s eye.  Sud- 
denly he left town, and it was not lon 
till we heard of his robbing stages all 
alone. He had nerves of steel, and 
did not seem to bo afraid af anybody 
or anything. The greatest efforts 
were made to capture him, but he 
eluded all of his pursuers. He seemed 
to be here, there and everywhere at 
the same time. 

‘Finally it was suspected that a 
hostler working in the stable where 
Brazelton had been employed knew 
something of him. He was taken out 
on the edge of town and hung up till 
he was almost dead, when he agreed 
to confess, on condition that Brazelton 
should be shot outright, as he would 
kill any man who betrayed his secret 
at the lirst opportunity. The hostler 
said he was to go out to meet Brazelton 
that very night and take him some- 
thing to eat, He was to wait behinda 
log in a ceriain piece of woods. 

“A party of six well armed men took 
the hostler and went with him to the 
place of rendezvous, They all lay 
down behind the log and waited for 
Brazeiton. By and by he rode out of 
a thicket into an open space and came 
slowly toward the unsuspected am- 
bush. He carried his pistol in his 
hand, as if suspecting that things were 
not all right. When in thirty yards 
of the log the whole party rose and 
fired, killing both horse and rider in 
an instant. It was one of the most 
dramatic incidents that ever occurred 
about Tucson in those troublesome 
days. Brazelton’s body was riddled 
with balls. He was brouglit to town 
and the next morning he was yee act 
up against an adobe wall and had his 
photograph taken, and the local pho- 
tographer has today in his showcase a 

thastly illustration of the triumph of 
lis art,”—Washington Post. 


Safer Than the Stairs, 


“The elevators of this town carry 
nearly a million people up and down 
every day but Sunday,” said N. P. 
Otis, the elevator manufacturer, yes- 
terday. 

“Yes,” he added, ‘‘everybody takes 
the elevator now, because it is safer to 
ride than climb thestairs, It’s strange 
to say, but, nevertheless, it isa fact, 
that the number of accidents in cleva- 
tors is very small in comparison with 
those that are caused by falling down 
stairs. This is because the modern 
passenger elevator has almost reached 
perfection now.” 

Speed and ety of structure are 
the most desirable qualities of the pas- 
senger elevator, and these are both 
found in the hoisting machines in com- 
mon use in the big oflice buildings 
down town and in the high apartment 
houses near Central park. They are 
nearly all run by water power, or what 
is termed hydraulic pressure, as that 
is less complicated than steam. 

A water tank is located either on 
the roof or in the cellar, and supplies 
the power to run the eleyator. fi the 
Potter building the tank is on the roof 
and holds 6,000 gallons of water, which 
furnishes power enough to run the 
elevators, Mr. Frank R. Gallaher ex- 
plained to a Star reporter yesterday the 
various improvements made in hoist 
ing machines during the last ten 
The speed had been increased, 
aid, from 100 to 500 feet per min- 
ute, and instead of the big, lumbering 
vehicle that used to be called a ‘‘sleep- 
ing car,” there was now a small apart- 
ment, handy and well equipped for 
swift passage. He said that the old 
system of hoisting by horse power was 
dangerous, because it was not possible 
to always keep the ropes and pulleys 
in perfect order. He thought that 
peonls did not fully appreciate what a 
00n the improved elevator was, with 
its rapid moyement and perfect safety. 
—New York Star.

Written for the Woburn Joyrnal, 
A NIGHT'S ADVENTURE. 


3. HUDSON.

Some years ago I travelled through 
the western portion of Massachusetts. 
I went on foot or rode as best suited 
my purpose. J carried silks, jewelry 
aud nickuacks to sell to those disposed 
to buy, and found jt quite a profitable 
business. J] was, in fact, + peddler. 

Conyeyanoes were wo source and un- 
certain that I was frequently obliged to 
go on foot from one settlement to an- 
other, aud these journeys were anything 
but pleasant, as robberies were fre- 
quently perpetrated upon these lonely 
roads, and there were muny, no doubt, 
to whom the goods J carried would be 
a suflicient temptation to commit mur- 
der. ‘This unpleasant idea frequently 
occurred to me while beluted upon an 
uncertain royd through the woods. J 
always went armed, and an excellent 
brace of revolyers were never from my 
pocket save to see that they were in 
order, and at night they lay beneath 
my pillow. I never had aeoasion to 
use them but once, 

One day in the fall of 1859, I found 
myself on the borders of a small settle- 
ment, anxious to get forward to the 
next village, 8 miles distant. No con- 
veyance could be obtained without wait- 
ing tll the next morning’s stage, which 
I was not inclined to do, so I set out 
on foot. It was evening, so I walked 
briskly. 1 was not long in finding out 
that my expedition would be by no 
means an agreeable one, as the night 
was dark. 

The road was very bad, and passed 
through a gloomy forest whose trees 
along the way rare an arch that 
shut out the sky. It seemed to me that 
I had already walked 8 miles, but I 
could see uo signs of a settlement. 
This surprised me a good deal, as I had 
traveled for years, and knew my ability 
to culculate distance. But I kept up a 
good heart and went on until I was 
quite certain I had lost my way, or 
been misinformed ug to the distance. I 
concluded [ had best keep the road I 
was in till T reached some habitation, 
The recent rains had softened the clay 
of the road bed, and my feet stuck in 
the mire at each step. My heavy pack 
wearied me, and it was with much in- 
convenience that J kept trudging along. 

In a short time I saw the light of a 
house glimmering through the darkness. 
I approached it as best J could, for it 
stood in from the road, and was reached 
by a lane of some length. It was a 
good looking, low-eaved house, and J 
thought its occupants might find room 
for me within, I knocked for adinis- 
sion, ‘The door was opened by a man 
who stood behind its shadow.

The Appropriations, 

The Finance Committee of the City 
Council have submitted an estimate ot 
the amount of money to be raised by 
taxation for the ensuing year as appears 
elsewhere in our columns. 

The total amount which they asked 
to have raised by tuxation is about 
$16,000 less than was voted by the 
town at the last annual town meeting. 
A member of the Committee informs us 
that the appropriation for abatements 
will be about $4000 less than lust year 
so that the total saving over the last 
fiscal year will be in the neighborhood 
$20,000, ‘The rate of taxation will 
depend to a certain extent on the amount 
required for state and county tax and 
also on the valuation, all of which 
things are at present unknown quanti- 
ties. Jt isto be noted that the appro- 


more than it was last year, ‘The ap- 
propriation for salaries is also 81400 in 
excess of what was appropriated for 
‘Town officers last year. 

The Committee say, however, that 
the amount of the salary list is in fact 
less than under the last town govern- 
ment. Last year the salary of the 
Treasurer and Secretary of the Sinking 
Funds, the City Solicitor, the keeper of 
the Lockup, the Janitor, and one halt 
of the salary paid to the Registrars 
were all paid out of Miscellaneous De- 


partment; and the salary of the City 
Physician out of Almshouse and Out- 
side Itelief. If the sums of money 
thus paid out of other departments, 
which this year are to be paid out of 
the department of salaries, had been 
added to the $6,500 appropriated for 
‘Town Officers last year, the total would 
exceed the $7,900 which has been fixed 
for this year by about $300, 


In other words, the salary list instead 
of exceeding that under the town gov- 
ernment is in reality 8400 less. ‘This 
is certainly a very creditable showing, 
and will be a pleasant disappointment 
to the citizens. The new department 
of Repairs on Public Buildings is to 
take the place ol what has heretofore 
been known as School Repairs. 

We may haye occasion to say some- 
thing further on the subject of appro- 
priations hereafter when we haye had a 
tuller opportunity to inspect them and 
get the bearings of things, It does 
look though as if the Committee's report 
was a sockdolager on those who have 
been talking about city extravagance.

The most stringent 
rules were laid down for the conduct of 
the contest, and the committee was 
composed of well kuown gentlemen of 
the highest integrity. The principal 
test cousisted of five minutes work on 
“legal testimony,” and five minutes 
work on commercial correspondence, 
and in these ten minutes Miss Orr 
succeeded in executing the marvellous 
feat of writing 987 words, exclusive of 
errors. She beat MeGurrin of Salt 
Lake City (who, by his clever perform- 
ance op a ** Remington” at Cincinnati, 
a month ago, was thought invincible) 
by 36 words. 


June writes from Paris of 
Miss Elizabeth Strong, the girl from 
San Francisco who promises to become 
as great an urtist with respect to dogs 
as Rosa Bonheur was to horses. Miss 
Strong is a quiet, enrvest little girl who 
went to Paris almost without a sou.

EXECUTIVE WORK, 


flow It Is Divided Into Departments in 


the United States, 

The great mass of work imposed 
tipon the executive power of the poy- 
ernment—embracing so many distinet 
subjects and requiring so many thou- 
sands of agents to perform—must be 
arranged and treated in an orderly and 
systematic manner, To expect the 
president to give it his close personal 
attention and directly superintend the 
doings of each agent would be absurd, 
The magnitude and diversity of the 
work demand its separation into parts, 
and the general supervision or manage 
ment of each part must be intrusted to 
a separate officer, 

On this business basis and in accord- 
ance with the design of the constitu- 
tion congress has divided the work 
among seven executive departments, 
each in charge of a general officer, or 
head of department, known respect- 
ively as the secretary of state, the sec- 
retary of the treasury, the secretary of 
war, the attorney general, the post- 
master general, the secretary of the 
navy and the secretary of the interior; 
and the work of each department is 
still further subdivided and distributed 
among bureaus and divisions and 
minor offices, in eharge of lesser heads 
or chiefs, designated as commissioners, 
superintendents, directors and by vari- 
ous other general or special titles. An 
executive department, then, properly 
means one of the grand divisions of 
government work boldly marked out 
or suggested by the express provisions 
of the constitution. 

These grand divisions readily ar- 

range themselves, The sovereign re- 
lations of the republic with foreign 
powers, and its official intercourse 
with the. governments of the states at 
home may be regarded as one distinct 
grand division; accordingly we have 
the department of state, The coinage, 
currency, revenue and general fiscal 
affairs suggest another great branch of 
work; hence we have the department 
of the treasury. The mention of 
armies suggests work that in time of 
trouble is likely to tax the energy of a 
separate division; thus we very ap- 
yropriately have a department of war. 
The prosecution of offenses against 
the United States, and other judicial 
matters wherein the interests of the 
republic are concerned constitute a 
general division, represented by the 
department of justice. The postal 
service, as one of the most intricate 
and important branches of government 
work, certainly forms another grand 
division; therefore we have the post- 
oflice department. Maritime protec- 
tion, like the military or land defense, 
forms a separate division; and thus 
we have the department of the navy. 
The various matters of domestic con- 
cern not covered in these other de- 
partments but contemplated by the 
constitution, such as the census, public 
lands, patents and odds and ends, may 
be conveniently grouped into another 
reneral division; and thus we have 
tho very miscellaneous, yet not mis- 
named, department of the interior. 

To some of these executive depart- 
ments are intrusted matters which, on 
their face at least, do not strictly be- 
long to the grand division to which 
they have been assigned by law. For 
instance, the weather bureau is a bu- 
reau of the war department; the work 
being intimately connected with the 
peaceful interests of agriculture and 
commerce, it is very generally de- 
manded that it should be taken ‘from 
military control and placed elsewhere. 
—St. Nicholas.

ARE THESE RECORDS A VOLUME OF COPIED 
RECORDS ? 

We approach this subject with hesita- 
tion, but after consideration incline to 
the opinion that there is evidence to 
show that they are copied, and that too 
by William Johnson, The editors of the 
JOURNAL imprint of the records were | 
impressed at an early stage of their un- 
dertaking by the same idea, when they 
observed the close resemblance between 
the supposed handwriting of Captain 
Edward Johnson, the first recorder, and |

and Poole, editor of the “Wonder Work- 
ing Providence,” in his edition of that} 
work (Introd, p. exxx) notes the close

Woburn records, 
It is well known that the Ganlicst reo- 


Sewall’s Hist, Woburn, p. 183;—and it is | 
not impossible that the same reasons ex- 
isted for copying the business records of 
the town into a volume appropriate for 
them, namely, that they werg at first 
written upon sundry loose papers, which 
after the Wan of time came into “a 
shattered and perishing condition.” Such 
memoranda as constituted the current 
business records was written probably in 
the same fashion and on scraps of various 
sizes and these loose papers and untitted | 
for collecting in book form, and paper 
also being scarce and expensive, the 
colonists depending for their supplies on 
the old country. 

The book of record before us, forming 
the tirst volume of our present town 
records, was evidently brought from Eng- 
land, the paper being of good manuliot-| 
ure and skillfully ruled alter the form | 
of a book of accounts. After a time, 
when it was found necessary to copy the 
loose and perishable items composing the 
records of town business of the earlier | 
date, for their proper preservation, this 
volume was purchased and the matter | 
copied into it by the clerk most 
ested. The large number of waste pages 
in the volume, numbering nearly as many 


as those filled by the records, were lett 
blank, beeause the records to be copied 
were completed, and the following vol- 


ume was started before the copying com 
menced,

OUR FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


Of the various departments composing 
our city government none should be 
so well provided for, and more interest 
taken in by our eitizens, than the lire 
Department, The men connected with 
the various companies are mostly young 
men, some of whom have done duty for 
many years. These men are willing to 
perform the arduous auties of a fireman, 
to respond at all times and under all 
circumstances to the call of duty, and 
the amount they receive cannot fully 
compensate them for loss of time, injury 
to clothing and person, while from ex 
posure cases of sickness are liable to 
result. A perusal of the roster of the 
companies will show that our Fire De 
partment contains good omen, Its past 
record shows it to be effective, and its 
promptness and efficiency in cases of fire 
should be a matter of pride and con 
gratulation to every citizen, A 
Connected with the department is the 
Woburn Fireman's Relief Association, 
which was organized July i, 1886. This 
association is composed of members of 
the Woburn Fire Department, and pays 
a weekly benefit to its members who are 
injured while going to, at, or returning 
from a fire, provided such member was 
not under the undue influence of liquor 
when such injury was received. ‘The 
funds of the association must come, in 
the main, from contributions from sueh 
as are unfortunate enough to need — the 
services of the Department. It is a 
worthy society, and should be well 
remembered. Several donations have 
already been made, notably those of 
Loring & Co., and John Maxwell of 
Winchester, C. J. Bishop & Co. Several 
claims have been paid to members who 
have been injured in the discharge ot 
their duty, or who have been laid by 
from sickness resulting from exposure,

The Annual Report of the Woburn Wo- 
man's Club for the Year's 1888-89, 


The Woburn Woman's Club was organ- 
ized in 1883 with a charter membership of 
95, To-day the roll of membership includes 
187 active anid honorary members, a total 
membership of 142, a gain of 48 over the 
original number and compared with the 
membership of lust year a loss of 21. 
Keven new names have already been pro- 
posed for membership for the ensuing year. 

During the last year 18 meetings have 
been held, 9 before the summer recess, and 
9 after it. One was a combination of a busi-

Imitating Jack Frost. 

Anew Parisian industry is the man- 
ufacture of hoar frost glass, which is 
covered with feathery patterns resem- 
bling those naturally produced upon 
window panes in cold weather. The 
glass is first given a ground surface, 
either by the sand blast or the ordinary 
method, and is then coated with soft 
varnish, The varnish contracts strong- 
ly in drying, taking with it the par 
| ticles of glass to which it adheres, and 
this reproduces very accurately the 
branching crystal of frost work. A 
single coat gives a delicate effect and 
several coats yield a bold design. 

Old Glass in New Windows, 

As the art of making stained glass 
stands here today it has kept a more 
distinctly artistic character than in 
the Old World. In Europe, with 
governmental patronage and with mu- 
seums ready to receive works of a 
large size which such encouragement 
creates, it is an inferior class of ar- 
tists, as a rule, who engage in mak- 
ing stained glass. Here, on the con- 
trary, almost every man who has the 
technical equipment to create large 
decorative work has been more or less 
}engaged in designing for or making 
stained glass, —Scribner’s.

Thus he leaves it open to all parties, 
single chinned or double, te quote him 
as an instance of anything they like, 
which, after all, is the great use which

Chinese Flogging. 

This punishment is as peculiar as 
most Chinese punishments are. The 
man is seized by four or five stalwart 
attendants, thrown on his face, his 
loose pyjamas rolled up so as to ex- 
pose the fleshy part of the back of his 
thighs. Heis firmly held outstretched 
in this position by men at his head 
and feet. Two operators then squat 
down opposite one another on each 
side of the yictim. One takes a strip 
of seasoned bamboo about three feet 
long and one inch wide, and begins 
lightly spanking the backs of the 
thighs. He gives twenty of these ap- 
yarently harmless spanks, and then 
1ands the bamboo to his vis-a-vis, who 
rives his twenty, and then hands it 
hes and so on, turn about, until the 
two hundred blows are administered, 

At first the punishment looks ridicu- 
lously light; but by the time the 
first fifty blows are reached the skin 
of the parts beaten begins to assume 
the appearance of thick wash leather; 
and before the hundredth blow the 
skin begins to fly off in loose white 
flakes; by the time two hundred blows 
have been struck, the whole of the 
back of both thighs looks like a 
mass of swollen raw liver, though 
not a drop of blood flows from the 
parts. It is said that a man would 
expire under the excruciating torture 
of two hundred and fifty of these 
blows. I have never seen anything 
like the exquisite agony depicted in 
that man’s livid, quivering features, 
when he was carried inig the prison to 
recover.—Boston Commercial Bulle 
tin.

A High Rate of Interest. 


A novel system of money lending is 
being practiced in many large down- 
town Waihi Wisma houses, Auele though 
done on “mutual benefit” plan, the 
interest levied would put the ordinary 
pawnbroker to the blush. The em- 
ployes of a large establishment, em- 
ploying perhaps twenty-five or fifty 
clerks, form a “mutual benefit asso- 
ciation.”’ For two months each employe 
pays to the treasurer 1 cent a day, and 
this forms the lending fund on which 
the whole system is founded, 


In the larger houses, where the 
salaries are paid monthly, the clerks 
often find themselves in the middle of 
the month without the necessary funds 
to carry them through. Then they 
borrow from the treasurer, say $5, and 
until the loan is paid they are expected 
to hand to the treasurer 1 cent for every 
dollar borrowed, and at the same time 
to give to the treasurer an order on the 
cashier for the amount of money they 
have borrowed. 

The clerk who borrows the money 
does not, of course, feel the payment 
of the small amount of interest which 
is collected daily, and even when he 
returns the loan at the end of the 
month he does not realize that he has 
paid interest at the rate of 865 per 
cent. Of course each month the 
amount of money in the hands of the 
treasurer increases until, at the end of 
the year, he has much more than 
enough to cover the demands of the 
clerks for loans, 

Then he sets aside a certain amount 
asa fund, and the balance he divides 
into equal parts, to be paid to the 
clerks as dividends, This 1s done once 
ayear, The result is obvious, The 
clerk who is saving and apportions his 
salary to his necessities has no need of 
becoming a borrower; that is, in the 
year he only jays to the association 
is dues, amounting to $3.65, or 1 cent 
a day, and yet he draws as a dividend 
his share of the exorbitant interest 
that his impecunious fellow clerks 
have paid monthly.—New York Her- 
ald,

wants it, This retentive memory was 
no doubt born with him, but it has 
been largely developed by the con- 
stant habit of taking pains.

OLD MRS. DILL. 


When all the other women in Camp 
Paradise went uway old Mrs. Dill 
stayed on, 

“T come to the mountings in fifty- 
nine,” she often said, ‘tan’ I’ve lived in 
the mountings ever sence, an’ it ain’t 
the fust time I’ve been left the only 
woman they was iv a minin’ camp. 
I've lived long ez a yeur ’thout seein’ 
the face of no woman 'ceptin’? my own 
when I looked in a bit of lookin’-glass. 
I was the fust woman in Camp Para- 
dise, an’ I reckon I'll be the lust to 
leave ’er.” 

Her many years of life in the 
“mountings” had told on Mrs. Dill 
She was bent and gaunt, with a leath- 
ery, wrinkled face, and bony, calloused 
hands. Her face and voiee—her whole 
manner was masculine. ‘The few 
graces that old age vouchsafes its chosen 
ones had not been given to Mrs. Dill. 
She was uncouth and repelling in ap- 
pearance, the result of years of strug- 
gling aguinst adverse fates amid the de- 
moralizing influences of mining camp 
life. 

They ain’t no kind o’ roughing it 
that I ain’t used ,to,” she often said, 
“Lord! if I ain’t roughed it I don’t 
know who has. They ain’t a guleh in 
this part 0’ the mountings J ain't been 
over. I’ve lived in tents an’ log cabins 
aun’ sometimes under nothin’ but the 
trees, for most thirty year. Dill he 
never once struck it rich in all that 
time, an’ he died poorer’n he was when 
we come out here from old Missouri. 

‘We'd a good furm back there, but 
Dill he got the gold minin’ craze, an’ 
we sold out an’ come out here with an 
ox team xn’ put our farm into a hole in 
the ground, ez a body might say. an’ 
we've never got itoutag’in, Talk "bout 
hard times and roughin’ it. You might 
say so if you'd went through all I 
have !”’ 

Mr. Dill had been dead six years, 
leaving bis widow homeless and penni- 
less. Some of the miners iv the camp 
in which old man Dill died offered to 
u fund to send her back to her friends 
if she cared to go, but she had declined 
the offer. 

‘*T’ve lived in the mountings too long 
to live any place else now,” she said; 
and, anyhow, I hain’t got no triends to 
goto. ll stay here and rough it out 
to the end.” 

She had been among the first comers 
to Camp Paradise in the days of that 
camp's short-lived prosperity. — It was 
supposed then that the camp would be- 
come a Leadville. ‘Two or 
three promising strikes had been made, 
und wily speculators got up a carefully- 
planned **boom” solely in their own in- 
terests. In one summer nearly three 
thousand people came Camp Paradise. 
Most of them went away again before 
the year was out, 

Old Mrs. Dill came wearily up the 
steep and narrow trail one day, walking 
slowly behind an aged und diminutive 
burro, which carried her worldly all on 
its buck. She began her Camp Para- 
dise career us a laundress. Some 
the miners had known her in other 
camps, and a number of them got to- 
gether one day and built her a little 
cabin, and afterward gave her their 
rough garments to wash aud mend. 
‘They paid her well, and her wants were 
few, 

When nearly all the other cabins in 
the gulch were deserted, and when all 
the little white tents had been folded up 
and goue away with their owners, Mrs. 
Dill stayed on, ‘he men rather liked 
her for doing so. It showed a certain 
loyalty to the ‘old camp” and # faith in 
it that pleased them, for those who 
stayed were firm in the conviction that 
there were great treasures hidden away

in the secret depths of the granite 
mountain towering above the little 
town, 


And they were determined to find 
those treasures; so about twenty-five 
of them made common property of their 
few worldly possessions and moved into 
a long, low, rambling house of logs, 
that had once been a hotel, for the win- 
ter, ‘They did more, they gave old 
Mrs. Dill a home with them. 

There was at one end of the building 
a little room for which the men had no 
special use, and thik they made very 
comfortable for ‘told Mother Dill,” as 
many of them called her. In return 
Mrs, Dill kept their rough garments in 
order, assisted about the cooking and 
made herself useful in other ways, 
There was pot another woman within 
twenty-five miles of Camp Paradise, 
but Mrs. Dill did not care for that. 

‘I’m used to it,”’ she said, 

The winter set in early in Camp

Paradise. There was stow on the 
rround in October, and early in Noyem- 
ver the mountain slopes and gulches 
were bovered tinder a foot or more ol 
snow that only the suns of the coming 
June would melt. 

The men could do little prospecting, 
and nothing toward developing the 
claims they had staked out during the 
summer. ‘They spent most of their 
time in hunting and visiting the adjoin- 
ing camps, none of which were more 
prosperous than Camp Paradise. ‘The 
men were idle in all of them, and the 
natural consequence was that they spent 
much of their time in gambling and 
drinking and in the carousals common 
to mining camps. 

It was a stormy night in December 
that all the men in Camp Paradise sat 
around the great fire of pine knots in 
the broad fireplace ut one end of the 
cabin. 

Old Mrs. Dill had gone to her little 
room at the end of the cabin, the men 
were enjoying the rollicking songs most 
miners know. Some of them were 
playing poker, an upturoed barrel serv- 
ing fora table. The wind blew cold 
and fierce, and fine, hard dashes of 
snow beat aguinst the little windows on 
either side the door, 

As early as eight o’clock some of the 
men began to talk about ‘turning in” 
for the night. Several of them were 
shaking up the ble blankets and skius 
on their rude bunks, when without 
knock or other sound, the door opened 
suddenly and a man came in. The

Sagacity of Shepherd Dogs. 

A gentleman who has had consider: 
able to do with shepherds and drovers 
in England and Scotland, speaking of 
the story published in The Oregonian 
aday or two since about a dog sepa- 
rating the ewes and wethers of a flock 
by noticing the earmarks, says there 
is no doubt but what itis true. He 
has known dogs to go into a drove of 
sheep which were marked with sev- 
eral different marks and single out 
every one bearing his master’s mark, 
He says the shepherds train their dogs 
by taking them along when puppies 
under their care as they mark the 
sheep, and the dog is thus taught to 
distinguish marks, He says further 
that at the sheep market in Islington 
drivers have their sheep marked with 
red or blue paint, and when the drives 
get mixed a dog will go into the band 
and bring out all his master’s sheep, 
telling them by the color of the mark- 
ing. Shepherd dogs are the most in- 
telligent species of the canine family, 
and when they are brought up among 
herds of sheep and trained to take 
charge of them it is but reasonable to 


suppose that they might learn to notice 
marks of any kind on them,—Port- 
land Oregonian. 


A Terrible Battle with Rats.

“COMANCHE JACK’S"” RECORD, 


In is Lifetime He Was Shot Thirty-one 
{Men and Helped ng Seventeen, 

In this western city on the streets 
and in the hotel lobbies every day one 
meets with many of the most noted 
western characters of the day. Bret 
Harte would here find many subjects 
for wild western history that would 
throw some of his previous creations 
of fiction into the shade. The Indian 
territory is near by, where there is 
employed a large number of brave and 
hardy men as deputy United States 
marshals who appear periodically in 
the largest city most convenient to 
their working place, so that Wichita 
is often called upon to entertain visi- 
tors of almost as much notoriety as 
“Billy the Kid" or Jesse James, 
Chief among this number is Deputy 
United States Marshal Jack Stillwell, 
now stationed at Fort Reno, LT. 
Jack, or rather “Comanche Jack,” as 
he is familiarly known, is a handsome 
looking chap, with a laughing blue 
eye, curly hair slightly tinged with 
gray, for this noted borderman is just 
60 years of age, about 5 feet 10 or 11 
inches in height, and of massive build, 
He is also the acknowledged crack 
pistol shot of the west, and even in 
the days of that Kansas cyclone known 
as ‘Wild Bill,” who never missed a 
shot, Jack Stillwell ranked high. 

The number of men killed by Jack 
is variously estimated at from twenty- 
five to thirty-one, and it is known 
that in addition he has aided in send- 
ing seventeen other men over the val- 
ley of death by means of the hang- 
man's noose, Even in this country, 
where “killers” are to be met with 
every day, ‘Comanche Jack” Stillwell 
isa curiosity, and is pointed out to 
strangers with a strange mixture of 
awe and pride 

By this it must not be understood 
that this gallant deputy United States 
marshal is a desperado who goes 
about glorying in his bloody work, On 
the contrary, he is rather retiring in 
his disposition and only when he has 
been drinking boasts of his deeds. 
When desperate work is to be done or a 
bad desperado is to be taken Stillwell 
is always the man who is detailed to 
accomplish it. ‘The territory despera- 
does and cut throats all know and fear 
the intrepid officer, and are aware of 
the fact that if he goes after them he 
will get them, dead or alive. Many 
are the traps that have been laid to 
kill him, but he is as cunning as he is 
brave, and has always managed to 
evade the snares that would have 
caused the death of a less accomplished 
plainsman. 

Brought up as he was among the 
Comanche Indians, Jack has never 
exercised the right of franchise, and 
at the age of 50 has never cast a vote. 
He speaks the Comanche and several 
other Indian languages as well as the 
Indians do themselves, and during the 
sitting of the United States court in 
this city it is always an amusing sight 
to see the Indians, dressed in- their 
primitive way, following the great 
“White Chief,” as they call Jack, 
about the streets. He calls them his 
‘menagerie’ and says they are a lot 
of dirty, thieving wretches for the 
most part, as wellas the most accom- 
plished liars in the world,—Wichita

TRIALS OF A YOUNG MANAGER. 


Disastrous Failure of a Roy's Attempt to 
Produce a Play. 

Frederick Laslie, the actor, told an 
amusing story to a reporter, “When 1 
was quite a youngster,” he said, 
“some boys and myself constructed a 
lay, and we calledit ‘Walker's Ruin.’ 
My mother at that time owned several 
small houses at Woolwich, England, 
and in one of these we rigged up a 
temporary stage, We exhausted all 
of our capital in buying wall paper for 
scenery, so we had to fix up the stage as 
best we could, Ininany places, there 
fore, it was quite weak. These dan 
gerous spots were indicated by chalk 
marks, so that, if we happened to get 
too near them in the midst of an ex- 
citing scene, we could skip over them. 
It was undignified, perhaps, but it 
couldn't be helped. Once, unfortu 
nately, the stage did give way. I was 
delivering an impassioned love speech, 
and forgot all about the chalk marks 
until stepped over and disappeared 
from view with a great crash and clat- 
ter, But I am anticipating. As | 
said, we had exhausted all our funds 
on scenery, so we wrote out a bill and 
posted it on the front gate, stating that 
the charge for admission would be a 
farthing a head. 

“Of course it was only natural that 
the boys living in these houses should 
patronize the landlady’s son, and we 
soon had a good sized audience, 
With the first farthing taken in we 
sent out and bought a rush light, 
With the second we did the same, and 
as the audience grew larger so did the 
number of lights increase, At last a 
start was made with the play, and 
then the villain became refractory. 
He objected to being killed in the first 
act, as we had planned, and in spite of 
our assurance that it was absolutely 
necessary for the success of the piece 
that he should die then he remained 
obstinate, and repeatedly informed the 
audience he was not yet dead.

The boy who came in first 
got the smallest piece of candle, and 
the one who came in last got the larg- 
est.”

Something About Flowers, 

Cyclamens are in full bloom, the 
seeds of which were sown in Noyem- 
ber, 1887, fourteen months from the

The soil used was two parts 
fibrous loam and one part thoroughly 
decomposed cow manure; to this was 
added suflicient sand to insure the free 
passage of the water. Good drainage 
was given and during summer they 
were kept in a well shaded green 
house.

THE QUAKERS OF MAINE. 


VASSALBORO, Mu., July 8, 1885. 
Five minutes’ ride from Getchell’s cor- 
ner brings ove to the modest, plain 
white Quaker meeting house. Almost 
a stone’s throw, in the shade of stately 


trees, stand the Quaker seminary of 


learning, the only institution of its ‘kind 
in New England outside of Providence, 
and an edifice not noticeable for any 
peculiarity except its simplicity of ar- 


chitecture. If the traveller should be 
looking around, he may, perhaps, dis- 


cover among the pupils, in their diver- 
sions by the roadside, Frank Modoc, 
u representative of that race whose 
tomahawk and scalping knife William 
Penn caused to be thrown aside in his 
‘tholy experiment.” Frank is one 
the chiefs of the Modoe tribe of In- 
dians. He has been converted to Chris- 
tianity, and is fitting himself to become 
a Quaker preacher. Both the church 
and the school are flourishing, and the 
influence each exerts upon civilization, 
in the work that Quakerisin is perform- 
ing, is not behind that of any other re- 
ligious persunsion, 

While other evangelical societies in 
Maine are prominently kept before the 
people in the public press, the Quakers, 
or Society of Friends, as they are bet- 
ter known, are rarely if ever referred 
to, Certainly, a people of their relig- 
ious faith, who have accomplished so 


much good since the days when their 
ancestors suffered their share of mar- 


tyrdom, might expect greater recogni- 


tion. In numbers, the Quakers are 
not so stroug as those of other denom- 


inations, but in religious and educational 
work, in respectability and in all those 
virtues that adorn the upright and law 
loving citizen, they are in the front 
rank. 

When Maine Leeame a state in 1820, 
there were some 2000 Friends withiu 
its borders, or 80 societies. ‘Voday the 
total membership is 1430. Their so- 
ciety is not confined ta oue looality. 
They ere souttered over the state. We 
find them at Maple Grove, St. Albans, 
Brooks, ‘Thorndike, Unity, Albion, 
China, West China, South China, 
Dirigo, Vassalboro, East Vassalboro, 
Fairtield. Sidney, Manchester, Win- 
throp, West Gardiner, Readfield, Lew- 
iston, Durham, Windham, Parsonfield, 


Casco, Deering, Portland and North 
Berwick. ‘The first monthly meeting 
ever ‘set up” in Maine was in Fal- 


mouth and Harpswell in 1755, a hun- 
dred years after Ann Austin and Mary 
Fisher, the first Quakers who came to 
Massachusetts, were banished, shortly 
after 
THEIR ARRIVAL AT BOSTON, 

Thomas Jones and Thankful, his wife, 
who moved from Hanover, Plymouth 
county, Mass., to Falmouth, now Port- 
land, were the very first Frieuds who 
settled in Maine. Lemuel Jones, Mio- 
jah Dudley, Johu Warren and Benja- 
min Worth were among the pioneers. 
The earliest settlers in Vassalboro were 


Quakers from the Cape Cod towns of 
Massachusetts. = Remington Hobby, 


one of their uumber, represented that 


town in the Provincial Congress in 
1775, ‘Lhe account of his **convince- 
ment” is an interesting one. It was

dated where they are," His wile 
readily agreced to the proposal, <A 


messenger was dispatched to them, and 
they were pleased to accept the kind in- 
vitution, When they came, they were 
shown into the common room or kitehen, 
where, after being seated they remained 
in perfect silence. Remington Hobby, 
being entirely unacquainted with the 
manuer or principles of Mriends, was 
at a loss to account for their remarkable 
conduct, and attributed it to displeasure 
on account of thoir being invited into 
the kitchen, He immediately ordered 
a fire to be made in another room, for, 
said he to his wile, ‘I believe these 
Quakers are not pleased with their re- 
ception ; we will see how they like the 
other room.” He invited them there, 
and, after having seated themselves, the 
same solemn silence ensued, at which 
he became almost yexed and thought to 
himself they certainly are foals or take 
me ta be ane, and he regretted having 
taken so much trouble on their account.

As these thonglits were passing in his 
mind, Friend Sands turned, and fixing 
his eves full in his faee, said in the most 
solemn manner: ‘Art thou willing to 
be a fool?” when he paused and again 
repented: ‘*Art thou willing to become 
w fool for Christ’s sake?” Friend Sands 
continued with such power, as Reming- 
ton Hobby afterward said, that he could 
not withstand it, and in a short time he 
became a zealous member of the Society 
of Friends and a faithful laborer in the 
ministry. 


QUAKERISM IS NOT ON THE 

During a conversation your corre- 
spondent had recently with a worthy 
member of the society, he said: ‘The 
expression sometimes used that the 
Friends ave dying out has no foundation 
whatever. The real truth in reference 
to this is that throughout the United 
Stetes they have had a larger increase 


of membership in proportion to their 


DECLINE, 


number than any other evangelical 
church. The society is increasing in 
Maine at the present time. One new 


meeting hus been ‘set up’ the past year.” 

Among the most noted Friends in 
Maine are Charles M. Bailey of Win- 
throp, well known as leader and sap- 
porter of the Bailey praying band, and 
T. B. Hussey of North Berwick. 
There are aumerous other earnest work- 
ers. But probably the most renowned 
among these diciples of George Fox is 
Eli Jones, the surviving husband of the 
late Sybil Jones, both having achieved 
a world wide reputation. ‘Their per- 
sonal history, which has never been 


written, will bear more than a passing 
illusion. Eli was born in China in 
1807. Sybil was born in Brunswick 


in 1808. She moved with her father 
to China when she was 4 years of age. 
Her marriage with Eli took place in 
1833, ‘They had five children. James 
Purnell Jones, their eldest son, was 
major of the 7th Maine battery during 
the late rebellion, and was killed at the 
Relay station, near Washington in 1868. 
Ile was a brave soldier and a fine 
scholar. Within two hours atter he 
was stricken down by the deadly bullet 
of uw rebel sharpshooter he expired, 
leaving as his last words: **I am _ will- 
ing to die; all is well.’ His parents, 
Eli and Sybil, early in life felt that the 
Lord called upon them to labor in home 
and foreign missionaries. ‘Chey were 
both acknowledged as ministers of the 
gospel by the Society of Friends, and 
travelled extensively in) Canada and 
through the United States, especially 
in the southern states, stom 1840 to 
1850. In 1851, they felt the call to 


carry the gospel to the west coast of 


Africa, and being delegated for that 
service, they sailed from Baltimore in 
one of the colonization society’s ships, 
and spent months there. They were 
among the first missionaries to carry the 


gospel. 


TO THE DARK CONTINENT, 

and, with one exception, the first 
Friends who travelled there. Soon 
after their return from Africa, in 1852, 
they again left their home to visit 
England. Ireland, Scotland, Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark, and spent two 


years luboring among the Friends in 
those countries, returning in 1854. 
From 1865 to 1867 they gave their 
time largely to home mission work,

missionary interests that the Society of 


Friends now have in the mountains of 
Lebanon, Syria, and at Ramallah, near 
Jerusnlem, Palestine, Sybil Jones was 
the first woman who travelled 
through those countries to preach the 
gospel, wud labor for the good of the

people. In 1869 they returned again | 
to their native land. Sybil’s health, 


which was never very good, had become 
impaired through her long and toilsome 
journeys; still, she was able to do quite 
extensive work in her Lord's vineyard 
until the fall of 1873, when she was 
laid aside from active labor, and, after 
a short but severe illness, passed away, 
dying in the triumphs of faith, leaving 
her husband, with whom she had 
labored so earnestly for 40 years, to 
carry on the Muster’s work alone. 
The fall of 1874 found Eli 
going out in his Master's service, taking 
with him as companion Charles M, 
Jones, This journey was through 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia and 
North Curolina, Most of the time 
was spent in North Carolina, visiting 
aud laboring among those Friends and 
others where he and his dear wife had 
labored before the war,

le was joined there by Alfred Lloyd| 


Fox, an Kuglish frieud, who was with 


him as companion in the Kast. They 
revisited all the mission stations in 
Palestine and Syria, and were present 


at the opening of the first boys’ train- 
ing home, founded by Kli at Bromana, 
Mt. Lebanon, Syria. One year was 
spent in this Journey. 

In the spring of 1882, he felt he 
must pay oue more visit to the Hust, to 
help and encourage the missionaries 
laboring there, and also to preach at 
the opening of a new girls’ training 
home, near the one opened for boys, 
Accompanied by Charles M. Jones as 
travelling companion, he sailed in July, 
1882, and spent one mouth in Ireland 
and avother month in Kogland, visiting 
the different churches among Friends. 
Ilo visited all the Friends in the south 
of France, and reached Mt. Lebanon 
in October, where he spent the winter 
in mission work, He returned home 
in dune, 1884, whore he still lives at a 
green old age, in the best of health, 
and highly respected,

It will not be 
long before his life will be drawn to a 
close, and precious friends in all parts 
of the world 


WILL LAMENT HIS LOss. 


Of lute years there have been numer- 
ous radical changes in the customs of 
the Friends, many of which have either 
been modified or 
A spirit of progress and « more liberal 
sentiment have been developed almost 
the opposite of the bigotry and secta- 
rinnism that were once shown, 
only a few years a_o that the Quakers 


did not believe in attending meetings of 


other denominations for fear of 
their identity; now their attendance 
ut evangelical churches is a common 
occurrence, and they raise no objec- 
tions to their preachers supplying the 
pulpits of other sects. Once by their 
rules of discipline they prohibited vocal 
and instrumental music; now, singing, 


losing 


with accompaning instruments, inter- 
sperses their devotional services. A 


well-known Friend in Vassalboro, now 
dead, several years ago was so startled 
one day by one of his workingmen 
indulging in a religious song that he 
immediately silenced him by exclaim- 
ing: ‘Is thee in pain?’ Once they 
did not believe in speaking in their 
meetings unless ‘moved by the spirit” ; 
now they disregard any supernatural 
revelation, and permit one to speak 
when he Tombstones are 
now erected over their dead where once 
they were forbidden, and costly caskets 


chooses. 


the plainest of coffins contained their 
earthly remains. Ounce the face was 
cleanly shaved and the hair allowed to 
grow long ; now the full length beard 
is common, and the hair is cropped as 
close as one chooses to wear it. Many 
of their peculiarities in speech and 
costume, which were once so rigidly 
enforced, have been done away with. 


One now seldom sees the Quaker garb 
of yore, with the regulation broad- | 
brimmed hat and drab sugar-scoop 


bonnet; still, at the same time, they 
retain their simplicity of dress, and 
it is not always without distinctive 
characteristics. ‘The use of thee and 
thou, which peppered their language, is 
rarely, if ever, heard in conversation, 
to have been discarded 
In their daily walks they 
follow more directly 
teachings of George Fox and his 
coudjutors, No class of people enjoy 
more esteem in our Maine communities 
than the Friends. They are a very 
kind-hearted and benevolent people, 
taking care of their own destitute and 
distressed, always sharp in their busi- 
transactions, avoiding litigation, 
and generally noted for their integrity

New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Kentucky and Ten 
nessee voted for Jefferson, and Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, Connecti- 
cut, Rhode Island, Delaware and 
South Carolina for Burr, while Mary- 
land and Vermont were divided. 
Though ample time was allowed to 
Burr in which to catch the necessary 
votesand the air was filled with ru 
mors of bargains, he entirely failed to 
doso. Jefferson, in a letter to Mon- 
roe on February 15, expressed great 
anxiety at the delay, and proposed a 


law creating the chief justice presi- 
dent. At this, however, the middle 


states threatened a revolt, and the call 
of anew convention to frame another 
constitution, Not till after Jetlerson 
had given a pledge that he would not 
remove meritorious subordinates from 
office merely for political reasons, and 
had promised that the government 
policy would not be materially 
changed, did the Federalists yield 
their opposition and break the dead- 
lock. The thirty-sixth ballot was 
taken on the seventh day of the strug- 
gle, the day after the Federal caucus, 
Morris, of Vermont, was absent, and 
Craik and Baer, of Maryland, cast 
blank ballots. This gaye two more 
states to Jefferson and procured his 
election.—Philadelphia Times.

It is quite remarkable how much 
originality of character, or nature, is 
left to dogs, when we take into ae- 
count that they have for more than 
8,000 years been domesticated, and the | 
companions of man, The same curious 
fact is observable in the case of the hs 
quimau dogs, which have been trained 
and used as draught animals for so 
many generations, In his journal 
Dr, Sutherland tells how the instinet 
for the chase interfered with the dogs’ 
traveling over the ice, 


There were several cracks in the 
floes, in which afew dovekies were 
swimming about, The eracks were 


crossed very easily; but the dogs were 
eager to go after the birds, and were 
not restrained without great difficulty, 

We used a sort of drag made of 
rope, Which we threw on one of the 
runners of the sledge at its fore part, 
where the friction on the snow eould 
be increased so much, by one leaning 
with all his weight upon it, that the 
sledge could be brought to a stand in 
ishort time, in spite of all the etforts 
of the dogs going at a galloping pace, 

All control over the Esquimau dogs 
is lost in asledge the moment they 
see an object of pursuit. Mr, Petersen, 
the native driver, says he rarely suc 
ceeds in bringing them toa stand with 
the whip alone, if once they see a 
black object on the ice, when they are 
in high spirits. 

The young dogs, which had been 
accustomed tosee hardly anything ex- 
traneous upon the ice around the ships 
or elsewhere during the whole winter, 
became very much excited on seeing a 
few birds or aseal on the ice, and 
could hardly be kept back by the 
driver and myself leaning with all 
our weight upon the sledge; while the 
drag underneath the sunner was leav- 
ing a broad and rougn groove in the 
hard crust of snow which covered the 
surface of the floe.— Youth's Compan-

THE MIND READERS, 


A Short Whom 


History of a People to 
Speaking Is a Lost Art. 

Some three centuries before Chirist 
one of the Parthian kings of Persia, 
of the dynasty of the Arsacidm, un 
dertook a persecution of the soothsay 
ers and magicians in his realms. 
These people were credited with super 
natural powers by popular prejudice, 

were merely thee of es 
pecial gifts in the way of hypnotizing, 
mind reading, thought transference 
and such arts, which they exercised 
for their own gain. 

Too much in awe of the soothsay- 
ersto do them outright violence, the 
king resolved to banish them, and to 
this end put them, with their families, 
on ships and sent them to Ceylon, 
When, however, the fleet was in the 
neighborhood of that island, a great 
storm scattered it and one of the ships, 
after being driven for many days be 
fore the tempest, was wrecked upon 
one of an archipelago of unhabited 
islands far to the south, where the 
survivors settled, Naturally the pos- 
terity of parents possessed of such pe 
culiar gifts had developed extraor- 
dinary psychical powers. 

Having set before them the end of 
evolying a new and advanced order of 
humanity, they had aided the devel- 
opment of these powers by a 
rigid system of stirpiculture, The 
result was that  arter a few 
centuries mind reading became so

Quebec, 
which isa thoroughly Catholic proy- 
ince, shows only one in eyery 62,834; 
Ontario, 1 in every $82,550; Nova 
Scotia, 1 in every 2,608; New Bruns- 
wick, 1 in every 2,850, and British 
Columbia, 1 in every 1,055 of the mar- 
ried population.—Atlanta Cor.

FROG FARMING, 


flow aA Maine Man Thought MWe Had Them 
When He Didn't. 

‘TZ seo by The Herald that a New 
York restaurateur is going to Man- 
chester, N. HL, with the intention of 
‘raising frogs for the Boston market,’ ” 
said a Maine man toa reporter yester 
day. “Now, Tl bet the best pair of 
boots I've got,” he continued, ‘that he 
will be disappointed, Why? haa des 
because he can’t do it, that’s all. Let 
me tell youof an experiment of this 
sort that was tried away down in Ban- 
for some years ago, There was a 
yrominent Bangorian, a bank presi- 
dent, wealthy, and holding a tip top 
position in the business world, but a 
trifleeecentric, Ho mado lots of money 
in his regular business, but he was 
forever inventing something which 
he believed would make hima million 
nire, and into these schemes he puta 
good deal of cash which never came 
outagain, He didn’t know discour 
agement, though, and would come up 
smiling with something new every 
time one of his pet projects was 
knocked into a cocked hat. Well, he 
got the idea which has seized the New 
York man, that there was an immense 
profit, to be made by raising frogs for 
the Boston market. [le had a charm 
ing bitof lawn adjoining his residence, 
and this he decided to make the hatch 
ing ground, He had a_ big, round 
shallow pit dug, and the bottom of it 
stoned and cemented, so it wouldn't 
leak. The dirt taken out was made 
into a circular embankment around 
the pool, and about the edges he set 


out rushes and other fresh water 
plants, to give the frogs a nice hiding 
place. He had water turned in 


through a special line of pipes, at a 
great cost, and the ‘pond’ thus formed 
was to all appearances just the place 
that a frog with luxurious — tastes 
would delight to inhabit. Then he 
enlisted the services of all the small 
boys in the neighborhood to catch tad- 
voles and little frogs, paying them 
iberally, and in ashort time his ‘pond’ 
was populous with the squirmers and 
jumpers. ‘To be sure they would 
ave plenty to eat, he supplied his pets 
with frequent and generous repasts of 
mineed liver, white bread crumbs and 
other delicacies he thought they 
might like, All went well. The 
colony throve wonderfully; the tad- 
poles developed into little frogs, and 
the little frogs fast grew to fat ‘bull 
paddocks,’ ‘The air in the vicinity 
fairly throbbed with their shrill songs 
and dolorous grunts of an evening, 
ind people came from far and near to 
see the wonderful sight. One nighta 
New York friend of the frog culturist 
came in on the late train and was 
taken to his house. ‘The neweomer 
noticed the unusual sounds and asked 
their meaning, whereupon his host re- 
vealed to him the whole scheme, and 
received his congratulations on the 
promising look of the enterprise. Be- 
fore the two separated for the night 
they agreed to goin the early morn- 
ing and inspect the pool. They kept 
their agreement, and, not long after 
dawn, sallied out, each carrying a 
quota of food for the croakers, All 
was silent when they reached the 
‘pond,’ ‘Never mind,’ said the frog 
farmer, ‘just you wait until I throw 
in this chopped liver and you'll see 
plenty of them,’ He cast his panful 
of the dainty far out, and it fell into 
the water with a tremendous splash. 
But there was no response; no angular 
head with goggle eyes appeared in the 
vicinity; no sprawling legs were seen 
kicking under the surface; there was 
not asingle ‘ker-chug’ to denote the 
lunge of a croaker from the rushy 
aa} ‘Throw yours in now,’ said 
the host, and the guest complied.
